NO TAXES IN HELENA, MONT. 


City Restrained from Spending Money, 
Decides Not to Collect. 


Special to The New York Times. 

HELENA, Mont., Dec. 31.—Because of 
an injunction secured by the Helena Water 
Works Company restraining the City 
| Treasurer from spending any money 
for any purpose “whatsoever, the City 
Council, by a vote of 7 to 2, passed a reso- 
| lution allowing the taxpayers sixty days’ 
grace in the payment of taxes. As there 
| 


is not the remotest probability of the liti- 
gation between the city and the water 
works company being settled within a year 
the Council, judging by the precedent just 
established, may postpone tax collections 
for an indefinite period, thus making the 
situation most unique. 

The Council some weeks ago ordered a 
| special election for the purpose of voting 
| bonds to the amount of $630,000 to build 

a municipal water plant. The water works 
company had in the meantime anticipated 
| this action, and secured an injunction re- 
| straining the city from spending any money 
! whatsoever until it had paid a disputed 
bill with the company. Injunctions were 
secured in both the Federal and State 
courts, and some of the Aldermen expressed 
| the fear that they might be sent to jail 
| for ordering the election, but it was done 
'and the bonds carried practically unani- 
mously. 

The Council has now decided that, as 
long as the city cannot spend the money, 
it useless to collect it from the tax- 
; payers only to be hoarded in the banks. 
| Feeling is running high on the question, 
and the outcome cannot be predicted.

GIRL MET POLITE BURGLAR 


He Declined F. B. Thurber’s Daugh- 
ter’s Invitation to Sit Down. 


She Promised Not to Scream, He Re- 
frained from Shooting, and They 


Got On Very Well. 


Miss Jeanett: M. Thurber, daughter of 
Francis B. Thurber, the merchant and law- 
yer, on T u-sday night entertained a burg- 
jar in her home, at 49 West Twenty-fifth 
Street. There were two other burglars in 
the house at the time, but Miss Thurber 
had dealings with only one, who, she de- 
clares, was extremely polite for-a person in 
his line of business, though he did threaten 
her with a big revolver. 

Miss Thurber was in her room on the 
floor at 9:15 o'clock when she de- 
cided to go to her father’s room on the sec- 
ond floor to leave a letter. The lights in 
the halls were dim. As she pushed open 
the door leading into Mr. Thurber’s apart- 
ment she saw a man at the table in the 
centre of the room with his back toward 
her, 

So quietly had the young woman entered 
the room that the man apparently was not 
aware of: her being there. Without any 
hesitation Miss Thurber took a step for- 
ward, at the same time exclaiming: 

“Who are you?” 

The stranger wheeled as if electrified. 

* Well—and who are you?” 

The two were but a few feet apart. In- 
Stantly the man drew a revolver, grasped 
Miss Thurber’s arm, and forced her down 
into a chair beside which she stood. Bending 
over the girl, the burglar held the muzzle 
of the revolver close to her head 

“If you dare make the least outcry,” he 
said, ‘‘ I’ll kill you.”’ 

There was silence, for a moment or two, 
and then Miss Thurber, without making 
any struggle or attempt to release herself, 
said: 

“I pledge you my word of honor that if 
you wil' remove the revolver IM not cry 
out, and will make no attempt to arouse 
any one.”’ 

‘“‘ Now, you sit there,’’ said the man, as, 
apparently satisfied, he straightened up and 
let the hand holding the weapon drop to 
his side.

Then he backed 
stowly from the room and into the hallway, 
FWrom where she sat in the chair the young 
woman could, by turning her head, follow 
the man with her eyes and see him as he 
reached the door. He had exacted a promise 
from Miss Thurber that she would remain 
in the chair for two minutes after he had 
disappeared. 

As the man placed his hand on the door- 
knob and swung the door back he said: 

**Don't you dare make any noise or out- 
ery. If you do I'll shoot.” 

She never said a word, and did not leave 
her chair until she heard the man’s foot- 
steps retreating down the front steps and 
onto the sidewalk, and not even then un- 
til she thought a full two minutes had 
elapsed. 

Then she got up and hurriedly went to 
her mother’s apartment in the rear of the 
house. She told what had taken place. 
Mrs. Thurber was as self-possessed as her 
daughter had been, and the servants were 
not alarmed. 

Miss Thurber went down stairs, accom- 
panied by her mother, and telephoned to” 
the police of the West Thirtteth Street Sta- 
tion.

AVALANCHES DELAY TRAINS. 


Bridges of Great Northern Railway in 
the Cascade Mountains Car- 
ried Away.

TACOMA, ashington, Dec. 31.—Tre- 
mendous avalanches in the Cascade Moun- 
tains have again blocked the main line of 
the Great Northern Railway between Spo- 
kane and Everett. During the previous 
week avalanches carried away bridges, 
particularly one at Madison, which it re- 
quired 300 carpenters and laborers five 
days working twenty-four hours daily to 
recostruct. After being blockaded by this 
bridge for a week the Great Northern was 
yesterday declared open and trains began 
moving. 

Two hours after the first train passed 
over Madison Bridge, another tremendous 
avalanche came down, carrying out its 
centre spans and so bending others that 
days will be required to rebuild it. Dur- 
ing the storms of the last ten days twenty 
feet of snow fell in the Cascades. Three 


days ago it began raining, with the result 
that streams of water are floating down 
the mountain sides cutting loose great 
banks of snow. é 

The main line from Spokane to Everett 
has again been_ abandoned until repairs 
can be made. Wherever possible section 
men are turning the raging water beneath 
tracks.

Motormen to Receive $2.10 to $2.50 a 
Day; Conductors $2 to $2.35—More 
Pay Than Elsewhere. 

The following. gcneral order was posted 
in ‘the barns of the Metropolitan Stra 
Railway Company (Interurban Street Rail- 


way Company) at 1 o'clock this morning: 

The management takes pleasure in recognizing 
the faithful and efficiemt service of the motor- 
men and conductors in its electric service. Be- 
ginning Sunday, Jan. 18, all motormen and con- 
ductors will be paid at the following rates: 

Motogmen—First year’s service at the rate of 
$2.10 per day; seeond year’s service at the rate 
of $2.25 per day; third, fourth, and fifth years 
service at the rate of $2.35 per day; after five 
years’ service, at the rate of $2.50 per day. 

Conductors—First year’s service at the rate of 

2 per day; second year’s service at the rate of 
$2.16 per day; third, fourth, and fifth years 
service at the rate of $2.25 per day; after five 
years’ service at the rate of $2.35 per day. 

The previous raise, 5 per-cent., was made 
in June, 1901. The management announced 
that the new standard, established by the 
order fixes the wages paid, by the etro- 
politan Street Railroad above those paid by 
any. similar corporation in. America. Ac- 
cording to the statistics furnished by Cen- 
sus Commissioner Porter, the lowest av- 
erage rate of wages paid-in America for 
street car service is 88 per cent, better than 
that paid for similar service in Europe. 
The new. standard established by the Met- 
ropolitan is about S> per cent. higher than 
the European wage average.

His Followers Pledge Support to 
Fight. on Tammany. 


THE EX-CHIEF BIDS DEFIANCE 


He, Is. Non-Committal on the Inde- 


pendent Ticket Suggestion—Ninth 
District Delegation Sent to 


See Murphy. 


William 8S. Devery, as candidate for May- 
or in 1903 on an independent ticket, was 
the demand made last night by the fol- 
lowers of the ex-Chief of Police on the west 
side, because of the treatment accorded to 
Devery by Tammany Hall. The Devery 
headquarters, on Eighth Avenue, near 
Twenty-third Street, were not ample to ac- 
commodate the crowds that gathered, and 
hundreds remained on the sidewalk de- 
nouncing Croker, Charles F. Murphy, and 
others, and cheering for Devery. 

The ex-Chief was angry. His face was 
remerkable for its’ unusual pallor. He 
triec to appear at ease, but his face 
twitched and he clenched his hands nerv- 
ously. Making his way to the meeting 
room amid an’ ovation, he reached the head 
of the table. The faithful cheered long and 
lustily. but on a motion from Devery quiet 
was soon obtained and the meeting organ- 
ized, with the election of Dr. William J. 
Stewart as Chairman. 

The latter, on taking the chair, thanked 
his friends for the honor conferred and said 
the meeting had been called to protest 
against the outrageous action of Tammany 
Hall in refusing to give Mr. Devery a seat 
as a member of the Executive Committee, 
a position to which he had been duly chosen 
by the Democratic votes of the district. 

George W. Gibbons being recognized of- 
fered the following resolutions, which were 
unanimously adopted amid great cheering:

He was in England 
on election dav, and did not vote for Coler, 
while the 5.000 Democrats in this district 
who did were disfranchised by the action 
of Tammany Hall last night. 

‘*T don't fear anv of those men in Tam- 
many Hall. Nothing they can do will 
scare me. 

“As an independent body of Democrats 
we will continte to fight for our richts, 
and if we stand fast we will cut down these 
men just as weicut down Sheehan and 
Goodwin last Sevtember. 

“Rome was thoueht to be the strongest 
empire in the world, yet it went down on 
account. of: corruption. and Tammany Hal!

STEEL TRUST ANSWER. 


Counsel Contends in Its Brief That the 

“ Hodge Case Raised but Two 

New Questions, 

TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 31.—Counsel for 
the United States Steel Corporation this 
afternoon filed with the Court of Errors a 
brief answering the argument of counsel 
for J. Aspinwall Hodge and others seeking 
to restrain the conversion of $200,000,000 of 
the corporation’s preferred stock into 
bonds, The brief follows the general line of 
argument advanced by the corporation, ang 
recites the court's recent decision in the 
Berger case ,including the view of the case 
on which the corporation won that suit 


which had the same object as the Hodge 
case. It says only two new questions are 
involved, These are whether the corpora- 
tion in paying quarterly dividends has com- 
plied with the requirements of the act of 
1902, under which the conversion has becn 
attempted, and, secondly, whether the dis- 
closure of a personal interest on the part 
of some of the Directors in the syndicate 
which is to underwrite the proposed bonds 
was sufficient of itself to warrant the 
court's interference. 

The corporation’s counsel says that a cer- 
tiffcate of the value of the company’s 
property is of no importance, and claims 
there is no doubt but that the Directors 
acted in good faith and for the benefit of 
all the stockholders, and that the latter 
had full and ample notice of the Directors’ 
intereéts in the conversion, That no con- 
cealment was attempted, they say, is patent 
and no secret profit is to be made. 


COMPOSER DEFINES MUSIC. 


Reginald De Koven, Called as an Ex- 
pert in a Court Case, Gives 
His Views. 


Reginald DeKoven, the composer, was 
called as an expert yesterday in the case 
of the White-Smith Music Publishing Com- 
pany against the Apollo Company. The 
examination of th® composer took place 
before United States Commissioner Shields 
sitting as a referee. The plaintiffs charge 
the defendant corporation with infringe- 
ment. The defendants are t he owners of 
a mechanical piano-playing instrument, and 
are charged with infringing the complain- 
ant’s copyrighted compositions through its 
paper-perforated music rolls, used in the 
instrument. 

In answer to the question as to what 


music was, the composer replied that in 
musical composition the composer might 
be said to be dictating to himself when he 
transcribed upon paper the sounds he 
heard in his brain. 

“Music,” said Mr. DeKoven, ‘: primarily 
is, therefore, a product of the ear-and not 
the eye.” 

The composer also said that it mattered 
not how the music or notes were recorded, 
so long as the intention of the writer or 
composer was carried out, and the se- 
quence of sound .were preserved, and he 

ave it as his opinion that the perforated 
olls were as much a musical record as the 
ordinary staff notations. Mr. DeKoven 
also thought that as the popularity of the 
instruments of the Apollo type increased 
the sale of sheet music would correspond- 
ingly diminish, and that the result of that 
was to prevent the composer from receiving 
just remuneration for the product of his 
brain. He said that for the last few years 
he felt that he himself had been deprived 
of just royalties through the wide circula- 
tion of his compositions through the vari- 
ous devices employed by the mechanical 
playing instrument, 

Other composers are to be called by both 
sides. Louis C. Reagener and Alexander 
P. Brown, the latter of Boston, represent- 
ed the plaintiffs, and the firm of Burton & 
<varts of Chicago the defendants. 


NO NEPOTISM ON GOULD LINES. 


General Manager of Southwestern Rail- 
ways Orders That Officials Rid 
Themselves of Relatives.

ST, LOUIS, Dec. 31.—No head of any de- 
partment of the Missouri Pacific or the 
Iron Mountain, or any other branch of the 
Gould lines in the Southwest will be per- 
mitted after to-morrow to retain in em- 
ployment in his office any of his relatives. 

This is the substance of a radical order 
promulgated by Russell Harding, Third 
Vice President and General Manager of the 
Missouri Pacific. Throughout the great 
system the outcome of this pronunciamento 
is awaited with much interest. In the 
general offices here several, subordinate 
officials will be ap shee and preparations 
are being made for changes.

TO MAKE TRANSIT PL 
REGARDLESS OF EXPENSE 


Col, Cole Says Companies Dare 
Not Disregard Railroad Board. 


Answers a Protest Against Commission- 
ers’ Secret Sessions by Saying They 
Indicate Members’ Earnestness. 


Definite plans for relieving the street 
railroad situation in this city, according to 
Col. Ashley W, Cole, Chairman of the Raitl- 
rg@ad Commission, are to be recommended 
by the commission early next week. The 
commission regards the suggestions it will 
offer as in the nature of commands. Those 
propositions, it is said, will not be influ- 
enced by the cost of carrying them out. 

The commission held several sessiogs and 
consultations yesterday. In the morning 
President Vreeland of the Metropolitan 
Company appeared with other officials of 


that system and presented maps, schedules, |! 


and other data concerning the operations 
of the Metropolitan. The sessions of the 
commission were not open to the public. 

The Merchants’ Association, late in the 
afternoon, sent an open letter to the com- 
mission, protesting against the secret meet- 
ings of the commission. ‘ You are a public 
body,’”’ said this communicagion, ‘‘of a 
semi-judicial character, and we respectfully 
demand that the hearings should be public 
and that we be accorded representation.” 

Col. Cole, on the other hand, said that the 
commission was “ forced for a time to have 
its meetings in secret, so as to avoid outside 
interference which might militate against 
our influence with the railroad officials 
and lead them to think we were playing 
with them and not, as we are, in dead ear- 
nest for this much-needed reform.” 

rater Col. Cole sent an answer to the 
Merchants’ Association's protest, in which 
he said: 

I am instructed by the board to’ say that at 
the close of the public hearing yesterday, it was 
apparent that remedies were needed for exist- 
ing conditions, It was also_, ent that it 
was not practicable to obtain a“ such a public 
hearing the exact information necessary upon 
which to formulate specific recommendations 
designed to correct the evils. Therefore, this 
board, using the discretion vested in it by Seec- 
tion 163 of the railioad law, conferred with the 
representatives of the Manhattan Railway Com- 
pany and of the Interurban Street Railway Com- 
pany, obtaining from they exact statements of 
the recent operation of trains and cars by such 
companies, From this information it is also 
apparent to this board that improvements in 
operation should be made, and upon this in- 
formation the board is enabled and Will within 
a few days formulate recommendations which, 
because of their exactness, will be capable of 
enforcement by the courts if the companies re- 
fuse to comply therewith. 

The board will return to New York City on 
Friday of this week and will be at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel. If you have any plans, informa- 
tion, or suggestions which you desire to submit, 
the board will be pleased to receive them at 


your convenience between the hours of 10 and 12 
o’clock on that day, 


President Cantor of the Borough of Man:+ 
hattan also sent a letter to the Railroad 
Commission yesterday making numerous 
suggestions as to possible improvements. 
Among other things Mr. Cantor said: 


I am informed by the Vice President and Man- 
ager of the Manhattan system that when the dif- 
ficulties attending the operation of the electric 
system caused by the cold weather are reduced. to 
a minimum (if not eliminated altogether) more 
trains can be safely run, and each train can be 
composed of a greater number of cars than at 
pregent. This company should be compelled to 
run trains of not less than seven cars during the 
*‘rush hours,”’ 
than is necessary for perfect safety. 

It should be compelled to run trains between 
‘* rush hours” at least twice as frequently as at 
present, even if fewer cars gre used in such 
trains. 

The stations on the Ninth Avenue Line at War- 
ren, Barclay, Cortlandt, and Rector Streets should 
be enlarged to at least double their present 
capacity, and they should be so arranged that 
passengers intending to take express trains and 
those using the local or accommodation trains 
could be separated. 

The company should build a third track, ex- 
tending clear through from one end of each of 
its lines to the other, wherever the space between 
the existing tracks will permit. The necessary 
additional terminal facilities and intermediate 
crossovers can be mutually agreed upon by the 
city authorities and the company. 


In regard to the surface roads Mr. Cantor 
said that the form of constructing cars 
should be changed so that there should be 
an aisle running through the centre of the 
car, with seats crossways in the car. When 
a car is full ho one else should be per- 
mitted aboard. In Winter, he said, closed 
ears should be run in pairs, and during 
normal hours at least twice as many cars 
as are operated now should be run, 

Motormen, he continued, should be pro- 
tected from the cold weather by closed 
vestibules. There should be more “ cross- 
overs,’’ such as that at Houston Street on 
Broadway. Mr. Cantor continuing said: 

Serious causes of complaint which continually 
interfere with the operation of street cars are 
(a) the too frequent tendency of the drivers of 
trucks and vehicles to use the tracks and (b) at 
street crossings and avenue crossings where the 
traffic is from east to west and which frequently 
delays and hinders the movement of the cars. An 
ordinance should be passed providing strict rules 
for street traffic and its regulation, and should 
be strictly enforced. 

For the enforcement of these ordinances there 
should be a trained police squad to be known as 
the street traffic squad, the members of which 
shoyld be stationed along the principal thor- 
oughfares. 

The Executive Commitee of the Commit- 
tec of Lawyers, asked by the Merchants’ 
Association to act in this matter, met yes- 
terday, and adopted a brief to be presented 
to the Railroad Commission, This brief sets 
forth the necessity for increased traffic fa- 
cilities, the need of facilitating entrances 
to and exits from cars, and the lack of 
cleanliness and heating of public vehicles. 

The committee further suggested certain 
improvements which could not be carried 
out immediately, but which should be in- 
quired into. It was urged that the matter 
of an alteration of route for the elevated 
roads should be considered. It was sug- 
gested that a loop system be adopted by 
which Sixth Avenue trains should curve 
at the Battery and travel up Pearl Street 
and Third Avenue, and the Ninth Avenue 
trains travel up Pearl Street and Second 
Avenue, and in the reverse order for Sec- 
ond and Third Avenue trains, 

It should be considered, the committee 
said, whether two-story cars could not be 
operated. An increase of terminal facill- 
ties at City Hall should be inquired into. 
The introduction and constant use of the 
third track wherever practicable should be 
investigated, and an effort should be made 
to improve the arrangement of tracks at 
One Hundred and Twenty-ninth and One 
Hundred and Fifty-fifth Streets. 

The members of the Railroad Commission 
will go to Albany to-morrow, and expect to 
present their findings early next week. 
After the sessions yesterday, Col. Cole said: 


“The time for talking is gone, and the | 


time for action has come. The commission 
has in mind a plan for improvement, and 
we do not care what this plan will cost, if 
it is feasible. What we ghall recommend 
will undoubtedly cost monty, but the com- 
anies will have to carry it out. neverthe- 
ess. Our recommendations will have the 
force of law, for the companies would not 
dare refuse to carry out the recommenda- 
tions of the board.’ 

Coroners’ Physician O'Hanlon performed 
an autopsy yesterday afternoon on the body 
of Charles Wessel of 251 West Eighty-sev- 
enth Street. who dropped dead Tuesday 
evening in a Ninth Avenue elevated train 
near Cortlandt Street. Dr. O'Hanlon re- 
ported to Coroner Jackson that Mr. Wessel 
died from fatty degeneration of the heart, 
‘probably induced by great excitement or 
unusual physical exercise.” Coroner Jack- 
son said after receiving the report: 

“Tf I can find any witnesses who will 
testify that Mr. Wessel was unduly shoved 
or pushed about on the station platform or 
in the car where he died, I shail hold the 
Manhattan Railway Company responsible.” 


WOULD SEIZE FRANCHISES. 


Kings County Grand Jury Suggests 
Muhicipal Ownership as the Solu- 
tion of Transit Problems. 


Complaints against the service of the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit system found 
tangible form in a presentment of the 
Kings County Grand Jury handed up yes- 
terday to Judge Aspinall, in the County 
Court of Brooklyn. This presentment even 
urges the Attorney General to take steps 
to confiscate the franchise of the roads, and 
municipal .ownership is suggested. The 
Grand Jury declares that the company has 
been negligent in three main particulars. 
It has not heated its cars properly; it has 
failed to light them properly, and, above 


all, it has not run enough of them. The 
presentment continues:

| well heated twenty-two hours of every day. 
| Nevertheless, we found abundant proof that such 
| is not the case; and, not only that, but we found 
that the company is not doing even all it can to 
remedy this evil. Cold cars in damp, chilly 
weather are a menace to the public health. 
The hardship is especially severe on the women 
and young girls who are forced to work for @ 
living and patronize these cars, 

The Grand Jury says that thousands of 
eyes are being ruined by reading on street 
cars in the poor light afforded. Bit, in ad- 
dition, this inadequate illumination has af- 
forded a rare chance to pickpockets to ply 
their calling, ‘‘so that the peace of the 
county is endangered and the property of 
travelers put in danger by this circum- 
stance.’ But the worst evil, according to 
the presentment, is the insufficient num- 
ber of cars and inadequate seating ca- 
pacity. On these points it says: 

During the rush hours our citizens are crowd- 
ed, or, as it has been not inaptly expressed, 
‘* herded "’ in these cars in a shameful manner. 
Many have to stand, and those who get seats 
are jammed and knocked about. This is a great 
strain on our women and girls, a menace to 
their health, and it is imposed at a time when 
their vital energies are at a low ebb and least 
able to resist attack. 

The Grand Jury declares that these com- 
panies are menacing, both physically and 
morally. ‘“‘ If they are allowed to continue 
it must result in lowering the moral and 
physical tone of coming generations,”” The 
responsible officials of the road were exam- 
ined by the Grand Jury, and, it says, ** they 

ean, but are unwilling, to cure the three 

evils specified.”’ It is, recommended that a 

new ordinance upon the subject of car 

lighting be passed. The jury then says: 

These companies have forfeited the right to 
longer continue in the enjoyment and exercise of 
their charters and franchises, and we recom- 
mend to the Attorney General, and urge upon 
him that, with all due speed, he institute an ac- 
tion to annul their charters, and strip them of 
thetr franchises accordingly. 

As a final suggestion it is urged that the 
only solution of the vexed problem is mu- 
nicipal ownership. The presentment says: 

Under municipal ownership and control these 
public utilities would be condueted, not with 
the aim of-tmaking large profits to enrich a few, 
making of them millionaires, but with the aim of 
rendering to the public the best service at the 
least price. 

We are of opinion, too, from statistics submit- 
ted to us, that experience has demonstrated that, 
under public control, these railway systems 
would not only be operated efficiently for the 
public, but that fares could be reduced to, say, 
3 cents, still leaving a large net surplus rev- 
enue.

“ONE CITY, ONE FARE.” 


Chicago Alderman to _ Introduce 
Order Demanding a Complete 
Transfer System.

CHICAGO, Dec. 31.—Alderman Dever has 
determined to try to anticipate the Com- 
mittee on Local Transportation in the 
“one city one fare’’ idea, and get such a 
reform at once. He holds that under the 
decision of the Supreme Court in the 
transfer case the Council has the right to 
demand a one-fare scheme now, and will in- 
troduce an order looking to that end at 
the next Council meeting. The order will 
be a request on the Corporation Counsel to 
give an opinion as to whethér by the terms 
of the decision the various street railway 
companies are not bound to give and ac- 
cept transfers to and from each other so 
that a passenger would be able to ride 
from one end of the city to another irre- 
spective of the line for 5 cents. 

In case the Coporation Counsel rules 
against the companies he is to be instructed 
to prepare an ordinance qucorenay. Some 
time ago Mr. Walker advanced the opinion 
that transfers from one company to an- 
other could be demanded under certain con- 
ditions. He held that the terms of the 
decision in the transfer case carried the 
implication that the city was empowered 
to regulate street car fares, with the res- 
ervation that it be reasonable. He was of 
the opinion, for instance, that a passenger 
getting on a car at Chicago Avenue should 
be allowed to go to Twelfth Street for one 
fare, but whether it would be reasonable 
to require two companies to haul a passen- 
ger over the entire length of each line 
might be another question. 

Mayor Harrison still stands by his original 
position that the Legislature must give the 
city power to exercise municipal ownership 
over street car properties before any fran- 
chise extension ordinances are granted. The 
majority of the members of the local Trans- 
portation Committee do not agree with him, 
and the Mayor to-day put the situation this 
way: “I understand there was a pretty 
fight in the meeting of the committee when 
the Arnold report was submitted. There 
will be a prettier fight than that yet. 

‘**As Alderman Bennett has not yet pre- 
sented me with a copy of the report I can- 
not discuss it."

Father Mechler, the rector of the Little 
Church of the Holy Family, in Union Park, 
the Bronx, has moved all his household 
goods and his housekeeper into the base- 


ment of the church, because Alderman |. 


Frank Gass,’ one of the pillars of the par- 
ish, has dispossessed the priest of his for- 
mer residence—a near-by cottage, which is 
owned by the Alderman. The Alderman 
says the rector has not paid his rent in 
eight months; the priest says that he is 
poor and his church is poor, and that he 
cannot pay. 

It was six years or more ago that the 
residents of Union Park, near Westchester 
village, petitioned Archbishop Corrigan for 
a church. Alderman Gass was one of the 


signef® of this petition. It was granted, 
and ther Joseph Mechler was sent to 
the people and a church was built. How- 
ever, no rectory was provided, and Gass’s 
cottage being convenient, the — rented 
it for the consideration of a@ month. 
All these years he has live nt the cot- 
tage, but of late he has fallen behind in 
his rent. 

On the Monday before Christmas, he re- 
ceived a dispossess notice, to which, it ap- 
pears, he paid no attention, supposing it 
referred to certain. contemplat changes 
in Ninth Street. Later the father discov- 
ered that Gass was the author of the no- 
tice, and he wrote the Alderman a very 
fiery letter. On the Monday of the pres- 
ent week Marshal Hortlett came to exe- 
cute the notice, He found the priest, his 
housekeeper, and his nephew, Charles Duf- 
fy, in the act of moving out. 

Since that time Father Mechler has been 
working much of the time in his shirt 
sleeves, making himself snug in the base- 
ment of his church. Sunday school used 
to be held there, and there were four 
rooms. The father ‘has made these four 
rooms into eight, and with his own h age 
put in gas and water pane. He thi 

will do very well in hi’ new quarters. 

Alderman Gass says he has importtned 
the priest for the rent time and time again 
without effect, and was forced to the ac- 
tion he took. Father Mechler says that he 
thinks the course of the Alderman very 
strange, and, while admitting that the rent 
was not paid, said he simply could not 
get the money. The parish, he says, con- 
tains only some sixty or seventy families, 
none of them rich, and he has_ himself 
spent since he has been there $2,000 or 

$3,000 of his own money.

BRIGHT OUTLOOK FOR RAILWAYS 


Presidents of Western Lines Look for 
Enormous Business in Trans- 
portation This Year.

» CHICAGO, Dec. 31.—Western railroad 
managers speak with great enthusiasm of 
the prospects for 1903, Large as the busi- 
ness of the Western railroads has been dur- 
ing 1902, they think it will be still greater 
in the coming year. 

Speaking on this subject, President S. M. 
Felton of the Chicago and Alton Railway 


Company said: ‘‘ The outlook for the com- 
ing year is particularly bright. A year ago 
we began to feel the effects of the failure 
of the corn crop not only in the direct 
movement of that commodity, but in the 
movement of other business, influenced 
more or less by the local conditions exist- 
ing. This year we have nothing but addi- 
tional demands for transportation facilities 
on every hand, 

“The business in sight at the present 
time from all quarters bids fair to insure 
a steady increase in earnings for the com- 
ing year, and if our crops for the year 1903 
should be bountiful it would insure in the 
closing months of the year a business larger 

than ever before handled in our territory. 

‘‘ The travel to and from St. Louis during 
the year consequent upon the coming ex- 
_ in that city in 1904 promises to be 

eavy. It must be borne in mind, however, 
that with all of this prosperity there are 
heavy increases in the expense of operation 
to be taken care of and the extra earnings 
accruing to the railroads generally will be 
distributed around the country in the shape 
of increased cost of labor and material.’ 

Paul Morton, President of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé, said: “I see nothing 
in the outlook for 1903 that is discouraging. 
There is now a good prospect for the move- 
ment of all kinds of merchandise, and, 
generally speaking, the country never en- 
Joyed moge prosperity or looked-ahead with: 
more sat{sfaction. 

‘The feadjustment of wages will neces- 
sitate higher rates in many instances, and 
alread “the rates’ on many commodities 
have en advanced, and there wijl be 
other advances. In all cases these advances 
are reasonable, and can be satisfactorily 
explained.

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AGREEMENT ON AUSGLEISCH. | WISH 


Austrian and Hungarian Premiers Com- 
promise Their Differences After 
a Long Dispute. 


VIENNA, Dec. 31.—After a protracted 
conference Dr. von Koerber, the Austrian 
Premier, and Herr de Széll, the Hungarian 
Premier, surmounted the difficulties in the 
way of reaching an understanding with re- 
gard to the Ausgleisch at 9 o’clock this 
evening, and it wes then announced that 
the Premiers had agreed to a compromise. 
The Ausgileich is the customs union and 
fiscal agreement between Austria and Hun-

gary. : 
The news of the settlement was published 
in extra editidns of the newspapers, and 
was received with signs of satisfaction by 
the crowds celebrating the new year. , 

The terms of the compromise have not 
been announced, It is reported that Hun- 

ary was victorious, Dr. von Koerber hav- 
ng been forced to yield to M. de Szell’s de- 
mands, 

The arrangement thus reached within a 
few hours of the close of the old year was 
not brought about without considerable 
difficulties and protracted conferences, 
which, until the last moment, were fruit- 
less. Emperor Francis Joseph presided 
this afternoon at a council at which both 
premiers were present. 

An official communication was afterward 
issued saying that the two Governments 
were unable to agree, and that the ne- 
gotiations had ceased. 

Later in the evening, when M. de Szell 
and Dr. de Ludacs, the Hungarian Minister 
of Finance were preparing to take the 
train for Budapest, Dr. von Koerber sud- 
denly appeared and said he had found a 
way out of the difficulty. Negotiations 
were hurriedly resumed and resulted in an 
agreement. 

The Ausgleich cannot formally be ratified | 
until it has been approved by the Hun- 
garian and Austrian Parliaments, but the 
present step is important as tending ma- 
terially to strengthen the position of the 
monarchy with its continental neighbors in 
the negotiation of new commercial treaties, 


GREAT BRITAIN TO PUNISH EMIR 


Expedition Will March Against Ruler 
in Nigeria Who Offered Price 
for Englishman’s Head. 
LONDON, Dec. 31.—In consequence of 
the menacing attitude of the Emir of Kano, 
a powerful Mohammedan ruler of Northern 
Nigeria, who has placed a price on the 
head of Capt. Abalie, the British Resident 
at Zaria, capital of Zag-Zeg, in Central 
Africa, the British Government has decided

Decorations and orders are lavished on 
the Indian Princes, members of the Gov- 
ernmental departmeits, and naval and mili- 
tary officers.

Commander of the Star of India.

TOBACCO TRUST IN GERMANY.

Ministers Propose to Compel Payment 


of Indemnity in Gold. 


PEKING, Dec. 31.—The Ministers here of 
the foreign powers have telegraphed their 
governments the refusal of China to 
pay the international indemnity in gold 
notes and have discussed the matter 
among themselves. It is proposed to in- 
form the Chinese Government that failure 
to fulfill the obligations provided in the 
protocol will entail grave consequences. 

The policy of the United States presents 
an obstacle in the way of delivering a 
joint note to China on the matter, and the 
present difficulty is generally attributed 
to the encouragement given the Chinese 
by the American Government’s indorse- 
ment of their arguments. The Chinese 
are content to await developments, be- 
Heving that the powers will find it so 
difficult to agree on a course of action 
that the present deadlock will be pro- 
longed indefinitely. 

Replying to inquiries from the legations 
the Foreign Office to-day admitted that 
there was some truth in the reports of 
warlike preparations on the part of Tung

UNITED STATES TO TAKE SILVER. 


State Department Officials Surprised 
by Claims for Damages Made by 
the Missionaries. 


WASHINGTON Dec. 31.—The State De- 
partment has been officially advised 
through its fiscal agents in China that the 
second installmeat of the Vhinese indem- 
nity fund, which falls due to-morrow, must 
be paid in silver, or rather on a silver 
basis. Therefore to-mcrrow the depart- 
ment will have placed to its credit $496,092, 
for it has without hesitation decided to 
accept the payment cn the basis proposed. 

The department more than a month ago 
was advised unofficially of what would 
happen. The first installment of the in- 
demnity, which was due July 1 last, was 
likewise paid on a silver basis, the na- 
tions receiving the money reserving the 
right to reclaim the difference between the 
silver and gold bexsis. 

Some idea of the extra charge that would 
be imposed on China did she yield to the 
almost general demand of the powers for 
payment of these indemnities on a gold 
basis may be gathered from the fact that, 
whereas the Chinese tael, which was tke 
basis of the calculation of the indebted- 
ness, was worth 74 cents at the time the 
agreement was signed in Peking, it is now 
worth only 61 cents. 

The impression prevails here among per- 
sens who have taken part in these settle- 
ments that the indemnities demanded by 
the powers are far beyond China's ability 
to meet. The Government may for a year 
or two borrow enough money from various 
internal sources to pay the installments 
falling due every six months, they believe, 
but in a short time the powers will be cam- 
pelled, at the risk of losing everything, to 
come to a readjustment of the whole in- 
debtedness, either by submitting the case 
to arbitration at The Hague, which China 
ardently desires, or by an agreement be- 
tween the creditor nations. 

Most of the first installment paid to the 


United States last July, and amounting to 
nearly half a million dollars, was in set- 
tlement of missionary claims for dam- 
ages arising from the ‘“ Boxer’’ outbreak. 
The department adopted the plan of pay~- 
ing out 25 per cent. of each large claim. 
This absorbed nearly all of the first in- 
stallment. 

It is said at the State Department, where 
many of these cases were handled, and 
the records of the American Commission 
show that the same was true as to the 
claims presented in China, that probably 
never in the history of the department 
have there been s0 many heavy claims pre- 
sented to the attention of a settlement 
commission as those coming from the 
missionaries as a result of the ‘*‘ Boxer”’ 
uprising. 

The commission has cut into the figures 
with ruthless hand. The claims were com- 
mon to organizations and individuals. In 
one case a claim .was submitted amount- 
ing to $250,000 for mission property. de- 
stroyed. Reliable affidavits show that 
$100,000 was a generous estimate on the 
property. 

In individual cases missionaries put in 
claims for jewelry and articles of luxury. 
By a curious adjustment, the commission, 
while allowing some of these elaims with 
liberality, has placed a low valuation on 
human life. Assuming a murdered mis- 
sionary of the age of fifty to be capable 
of ten more years’ work at the rate of $400 
per year, it would award an indemnity of 
about $4,000 to his or her heirs. 

The State Department, which is the ts 
viewing authority in these cases, probab 
will raise the allowances on deaths, but 
may still further cut down the claims for 
personal property losses.

Inspector Brooke Is Held by Magistrate 
Brann on Charge of Breaking 
Into Canfield’s Place. 


Capt. Piper, Second Deputy Commissioner 
of Police, is authority for the statement 
that, according to information in the pos- 
session of the police, New York’s gamblers 
have consolidated their interests, formed a 
defensive and offensive alliance, and de- 
cided to spend $1,000,000 if mecessary to ob- 
tain a victory. The end they have in view, 
according to Capt. Piper, is the ousting of 
District Attorney Jerome from office, 

When Mr, Jerome was informed of Capt. 
Piper's statement he smiled and said with 
considerable emphasis: 

“The odds are long, but if the $18,000 
appropriated by the city to be at my dis~ 
posal for emergency work the coming year 
is not all ‘ green goods,"’ I shall win. When 
I took office I swore to uphold the law 
against all o¢Cds, and I méan to live up to 
my oath of office. It would be a fine thing, 


‘forsooth, in a community like this, if a 


gang of law breakers could lift their heads 
in the light of day, fight the properly con- 
stituted authorities by legal means, and 
win. I have more confidence than that in 
the people of this city. If I cannot fight 
them to a standstill then it is time for me 
to get out. I will give Canfield and his 
confretes all the fight they want, and, 
mark my words, things will look a little 
different the next first of January.’ 

Capt. Piper made the statement in ques- 
tion when he was told that Inspector 
Brooke had been held by Magistrate Brann 
on the charge of Canfield’s manager, Buck- 
lin, that the Inspector had unlawfully en- 
tered Canfield’s house on the night of the 
raid, 

“But,” the Deputy Commissioner added, 
“these gamblers don’t make a move that 
we do not know of beforehand. We realize 
the desperate character of the men we have 
to deal with, and know that they will leave 
no stone unturned to accomplish the ends 
they seek to attain.”’ 

Magistrate Brann, who heard the testi- 
mony in the case against Inspector Brooks, 
and whose term of office expired at mid- 


night, declared the Inspector had exceeded 
his authority in entering Caffield’s house 
in the manner he did on the ht of the 
raid, and decided that the police officer 
must stand trial. Several witnesses swore 
that the raiders rang the doorbell, knecked 
at the door, and made every effort to gain 
entrance to the house without force, but to 
no purpose, before they smashed Canfield’s 


parlor window. 

“A raid is an act of hostility,” said Mag- 
istrate Brann. “The law presumes that 
every citizen will obey the mandates of the 
court. The officer was bound to assume 
that he would gain a peaceable entrance 
into the premises. The evidence in the case 
is so conflicting that it raises an issue of 
fact, and this issue can not be properly 
tried by a committing Magistrate. It foi- 
lows that the defendant must be held for 
the Court of Special Sessions.”’ 

Isaac Weill, Inspector Brooks’s lawyer, 
telephoned to his client to come to court 
with a bondsman. Then Mr. Weill set about 
to obtain a writ of habeas corpus and cer- 
tiorari on behalf of bis client. 

When the Inspector appeared, Magistrate 
Brann said he would parole the re iceman 
in the custody of his counsel. he latter 

trate, but declined, be- 
cause, as he said, in order to make a writ 
of habeas corpus valid, his client must 
actually be in custody. Magistrate Brann, 
however, persisted, and Inspector Brooks 
had a hard time of it trying to break into 
jail. Finally he got out of his dilemma by 
commanding Seret McGirr of the court 
squad to take Kim into custody. 

n the meantime the writ been ob- 
tained from Justice Scott in the Supreme 
Court and served on the Clerk of the York- 
ville Police Court, Magistrate ann hav- 
ing gone home. All rties conoerned then 
went to the-Count ourt House, Inspector 
Brooks in oustody of wenpoans oGirr, 
where they met District Attorney Jerome 
and Assistant District Attorney Gray. 

Mr. Jerome, , 4 virtue of his office as pub- 
lic prosecutor, found himself in oy pecullar 

osition of opposing the motion of Inspector 

rooks, whose interests in the matter are 
identical with his own. 

Assistant District Attorney Gray, looking 
very solemn, told Justice Scott that the 
District Attorney would want Inspector 
Brooks held on the warrant, provided the 
procsemet were regular. John Delahunty, 

anfield’s counsel, asked for an adjourn- 
ment, saying he would like Justice oes 
to hear ex-Justice Fursman, who has n 
engaged by Mr. Canfield in the proceedings. 

“I don’t care to hear either the com- 

lainant or the defendant,.”’ said Justice 

cott. “I will hear the District Attorney 
and him alone. This is not a private but a 
public prosecution. District Attorney Je- 
rome represents the people, and he alone 
has the right to be heard.” 

Mr. Delahunty said he thought it would 
be indelicate for Mr. Jerome to appear, as 
he was co-defendant with Inspector Brooks 
in civil proceedings brought by Mr. Can- 
field as a result of the raid. Justice Scott 
asked Mr. Jerome if he wanted to be rep- 
resented by counsel. Mr. Jerome said he 
thought he would take care of his own in- 
terests. He then said that the case was so 
full of irregularities that it would be im- 
poses to present it in a per shape to 
he court. e‘also drew the attention of 
the court to the fact that the man who 
charged Inspector Brooks with lawlessness 
was himself accused of a felony. 

Justice Scott then took the papers. ‘“‘ This 
question of the lawlessness. yt the police,” 
he said sarcastically, ‘‘ I understand has al- 
ready been settled in the columns of The 
North American Review." Justice Scott 
referred to an article by Justice Gaynor 
in this month’s issue of that magazine. 

‘I believe it has,” said District Attorney 
Jerome smiling. 

Justice Scott then said he would dismiss 
the writ of habeas corpus as the Inspector 
was only nominally in custody, whereupon 
all parties concerned left the courtroom, 
laughing as they went. 

District Attorney Jerome had intended to 
continue his secret examination of wit- 
nesses in the case of the ‘‘ People against 
Canfield”’ yesterday. Indeed, Justice Wyatt 
convened court in the strict Attorney's 
library. No witnesses, however, appeared, 
as the subpoenas had not been served. 


INSURANCE FOR OLD EMPLOYES. 


Fund in Memory of John G. Myers of 
Albany Amounts to Raising Wages. 
ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 31.—Announcement 

was made to-night- that the widow and 

family of John G. Myers had established 
the John G. Myers Fund, for the tistribu- 
tion of a large sum of money in the shape 
of insurance certificates to employes of fif- 
teen or more years of service in the busi- 
ness of which Mr. Myers was the head. 
The announcement was made at @ dinner 
given to the heads of departments and the 
fifty-three certificates issued to-night rep- 
resent more than $60,000. Each certificate 


is payable after the holder’s death to a 
beneficiary, and the amounts are based 
upon the terms of service and salaries of 
the employes. The standard is $50 for the 
first $1,000 of salary and $50 for each addl- 
tional $500. Some employes have been thir- 
ty-three years in the business, and their 
amounts are increased pro rata for each 
year over fifteen, In addition, an annual 
dividend of at least 5 per cent. is to be paid 
upon the face value of the certificates. 

The plan is in effect a salary increase of 
from 15 to 20 per cent. It carries out the 
benevolent ideas of the founder of the en- 
terprise, who died a few months ago, leav- 
ing a large fortune, °

DEMOCRATS ARE HOPEFU 
Leaders Believe Presidential 
Chances for 1904 Excellent. 


Chance of Candidates May Be Between 
Judge Parker, Senator Gorman, and 
Ex-Secretary of State Oiney. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—Evidences are 
not lacking among Democratic leaders to 
show that there exists a very strong belief 
in Democratic circles that the chances for 
electing their candidates for President and 
Vice President in 1904 are not only encour- 
aging, but are steadily growing stronger. 

Among Republicans there is very little 
discussion about candidates, for the reason 
perhaps that it is generally accepted that 
Roosevelt will be the unanimous choice of 
their National Convention. 

Candidates, however, are being talked of 
by Democratic leaders, and thus far Judge 
Parker of New York, Senator Gorman of 
Maryland, and former Secretary of State 
Olney of Massachusetts are most frequent- 
ly and prominently discussed. Hoke Smith 
is one of the most ardent admirers of Judge 
Parker, and thinks he would make a more 
available candidate than either of the two 
Other geritlemen named. 

Mr. Smith was associated with Mr. Olney 
in the Cabinet of President Cleveland and 
naturally feels friendly to the Massachu- 
setts man, but he thinks the candidacy of 

“Mr, Olney might arouse antagonism based 
On his service with Mr. Cleveland, and that 
there would be no disaffection with Judge 
Parker as the candidate. 

Representative Richardson of Tennessee, 
in the course of conversation to-day ex- 
pressed the opinion that the nomination by 
the Democrats would be either Mr. Gor- 
man, Mr. Olney, or Judge Parker. Each of 
them in his judgment would be an accept- 
able candidate. He thinks Mr. Bryan has a 
leaning toward Mr. Olney. 

“There is no question,” said Mr. Rich- 
ardson, ‘“‘that Mr. Olney is being boomed 


in the West. He will make a formidable 
candidate. While not personally a mag- 
netic man, he has a clean political record 
and undoubted ability. He supported Mr. 
Bryan, as did Mr. Gorman, and they are 
equal there. 

“It may be that some of the lingering 
animosity to Mr. Cleveland will react upon 
that gentleman's former Secretary of State, 
but we can’t tell. Many Democrats have 
become reconciled with Mr. Cleveland, and 
yet in some quarters a great deal of bitter- 
ness tuward him is felt. Whether Mr. Ol- 
mey would share it is a question. 

*“* Mr. Gorman we all know. He has been 
ith us, worked with us and for us, and 
his record is_plain to all Democratic be- 
holders. His friends wi!! not let the nomin- 
ation go to another without a contest. Mr. 
Gorman is in that contest and no man can 
say he will not be the candidate. 

“Judge Alton Parker is coming to the 
front very rapidly. From what I hear of 
him he would be entirely acceptable to the 
Southern Democrats if he should be the 
choice of the convention. ‘He fs not’a 
blot on his political record, and will go 
into the contest for the nomination with a 
clean escutcheon. I believe that if he had 
been nominated by the Democrats at Sara- 
toga for Governor we Would have carriéd 
Wew York State last Fall. I think fair- 
minded Republicans concede that 
would have been the result.’”’ 

Mr. Richardson believes that tariff will 
be the issue between the parties. ‘ The 
_ are demanding tariff reform,” said

the Republican Party will not give it to 

em. These gentlemen insisted before the

RECORD YEAR FOR IMMIGRANTS. 
Over 550,000 Aliens Arrived in 1902— 
Percentage of Deportations 


Also Larger. 


When the immigrants who arrived at 
Ellis Island yesterday had been registered, 
Statistician Charles Eichler added up his 
monthly totals and found that during the 
year just ended 551,645 aliens had been 
landed at this port. This breaks all 
récords since 1819, when the authorities be- 
gan to keep track of the influx of im- 
migrants from the Old World to this coun- 
try. 

The nearest approach to the big total 
piled up for 1902 was in 1882, when 476,086 
foreigners were landed at Castle Garden, 
and 1802 comes next with 445,989, which 
would indicate that the tide of immigra- 
tion reaches its height every ten years. 
In 1901, 408,040 aliens passed through the 
Ellis island Bureau, and 341,712 in the 
previous year. In 1854 319,233 immigrants 
arrived at this port, and 213,736 in 1849. 

The percentage of deportations for mental 
or cao intirmity or for poverty was 
als® greater lust year than for any pre- 
vious year. At the close of business yes- 
terday, the records showed that out of 
36,000 arrivals during December, 900 were 
excluded, while jor the same month in 
1901 there were only 255 exclusions out of 
20,685 arrivals. Of the total number land- 
ed during lvvz, 5,543 were ordered deported, 
liability to become a public charge being 
the chief cause of exclusion. . 

The increase in the number and percent- 
age of deportations is due to the more 
rigid examination of immigrants, which has 
been a feature of the present Commission- 
er’s administration. The work in connec- 
tion with the strict inspection has been 
so severe that in the past month four In- 
spectors have handed in their resignations. 

Since the appointment of Commissioner 
Williams, in April, there have been a dozen 
removals of officials for various causes, 
and forty promotions, carrying with them 
increases of salary. The hoiders of the 
money, baggage, and catering privileges, 
who had been doing business on Ellis Isl- 
and for ten years, were ousted for alleged 
irregularities, and were replaced by new 
men. The various steamship companies 
were forced to exercise a stricter supervis- 
jon over the class of steerage passengers 
who came over in their vessels, and 
to be more careful in making out their 
manifests, as fines ranging from $10 to 
$1,000 per steamship were inflicted upon 
the companies guilty of careless or im- 
proper manifestation. 

Several improvements are planned for 
Ellis Island, {including a new shed that will 
accommodate 1,000 immigrants.

NO REBATE ON ILLEGAL TAX. 


State of Illinois Escapes Return Collec- 
tions Made Under Defective Law.

CHICAGO, Dec. 31.—The committee of 
managers in charge of the litigation with 
the State of Illinois for the refunding of 
the 2 per cent. tax paid under the law 
which was declared unconstitutional last 
year has decided to give up the fight for 
the return of over $400,000 involved. 

The committee met this week and decided 
to print the adverse opinion of the Supreme 
Court of Illinois and send it to the com- 
panies. With it will go an opinion from 
Thomas Bates, attorney for the companies, 
holding that as the Royal cage, on which 
they were défeated, was the strongest that 
could be found, there is ho use continuing 
the litigation. The case turned on whether 
the tax was paid under duress. In the Royal 
case it was showrr that the company had 
been notified that unless its taxes were 
paid by a certain date its license would be 
revoked; that it had a building in this city 
worth over $10,000,000, and a _ valuable 
agency plant in the State, and that it would 
be damaged at least $1,000,000 if its license 
should be revoked for even a week. 

In spite of this the court held that there 
could be no recovery under protest. Many 
of the companies have been required to pay 
back taxes in many counties, when it was 
known that the 2 a cent. tax was un- 
constitutional, and that the companies were 
suing to get it back, and so they are caught 
both ways. 


MRS. POLLY McPHEE IS DEAD. 


She Owned the Greatest of Austrian 
Trotting Stables and Bought 
Kentucky Horses.

LEXINGTON, Ky., Dec. 3L.—Mrs. Polly 
McPhee, who owned the greatest winning 
stable of trotting horses in Austria and had 
exported from this country more horses 
than any other buyer, is dead at her home 
in Doblin, a suburb of Vienna. The news 
reached this city through a letter from 
John Splan, her American representative. 
An operation caused her death. 

In the last few years Mrs. McPhee had 
securea from Kentucky Colonel Kiuser, 
2:11%; Bravo, 2:12%; Miss S:dney, 2:10; Min- 
nie Burchwood, 2:13%; Derego, 2:19%; Dick 
Miller, a green trotter; Arline, 2:24%; Wig 
Wag, 2:16%4; Axmer, 2:13%; Henrietta, 
2:124%, and several others.

MONETARY REFORMS 


The Fowler Bill Designed to De- 
velop the Clearing House Idea. 


An Elastic Bank-Note System Would 
Afford Great Relief in -Times 
of Pressure. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—Director Rob- 
erts of the Mint read a paper on ‘* Mone- 
tary Reform’ to-day before the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science. 

“The objector to note issues with special 
security wants first of all,” said Mr. Rob- 
erts, ‘*to divest himself of the idea that 
note redemption depends solely or primarily 
upen the gold reserve in the banks. That 
is a reserve and guarantee fund, but the 
regular redemption of a scientific bank- 
note currency is through a clearing house 
by a system of offsets. 

“Under the Fowler bill, now pending in 
Congress, each bank would send the notes 
of other banks that came to its counter to 
its correspondent in the clearing city of its 
district. It would have a double object in 
doing this. First, it would prefer to pay 
out its own notes instead of theirs, and, 
second, it would do it to have an offset to 
its own notes In the clearing house and to 
build up its gold reserve there. 

“The whole plan is simply a further de- 
velopment of the clearing house idea as we 
have it in operation for drafts and checks. 
it is a further economy in the exchanges, 
a further substitution of an inexpensive 
medium, 


“So long as a bank confined its note 
issues to the service of its regular dally, 
legitimate trade, to giving ordinary accom- 
mocation to tarmers, manufacturers, and 
merchants in the business, there would be 
no important balances against it at the 
clearing house, because the legitimate trade 

' the country offsets itself. But as soon 
as a bank began greedily to push its circu- 
lation by unusual methods or unusual 
credits, adverse balances at the clearing 
house would begin to appear and its gold 
reserve to dwindle. So long as a bank dia 
only the business that a bank ought to do 
redemption would be no problem, but tht 


moment it departed from that policy it 
would have to suffer and settle at every 
misstep. 

“it is a familiar fact that the Fall of 
every year brings tight money in the United 
States, due to the moving ot crops and the 
activity of trace. There is need of more 
currency, more instruments of exchange in 
that part ot the year, than at any vther 

und our imonetary system does not 
respond to such special demands. When 
money is easy 1t accumulates in the centres, 
fosters speculation, and becomes more or 
less engaged there, and when the Fall de- 
mand comes on, there is a wail over its 
withdrawal because it causes liquidation 
and unsetties business, 

“ These credit notes of local banks would 
not be likely to have general circulation 
tor the reason that the banks of each lo- 
cality would keep their neignborhood clear 
ot toreign currency. They would not ac- 
cumulate in the centres because they would 
not be good in the reserves of the city 
banks. ‘they are not available as a basis 
of credit. They can be used only as a cir- 
culating medium. This distinction between 
the banknote and our other forms of paper 
money is the feature to which attention is 
directed. It follows from this and from 
the experience with similar systems that 
the local banks all over the country would 
have in ordinary times a reserve of cir- 
culation to put out whenever business was 
active enough to absorb it. The volume of 
circulation would naturally expand in the 
Fall of the year and contract as business 
slackened. 


CREATING A LOCAL CURRENCY. 


“This is the chief advantage of such a 
system—that through it a local currency 
can be created, based very largely upon 
local assets and to some extent independent 
of outside conditions. So long as the notes 
remain in the vicinity, redemption is no 
more a problem than the payment of 
checks, for they either come in for deposit 
to the parent bank or to other banks in the 
neighborhood which have _ proportionate 
note issues. Under the present system each 


locality is dependent for loanable funds 
largely upon the deposits of that locality. 

“There are times when deposits go off, 
when there is a drain of money out of a 
locality, caused by its not selling products 
enough to meet its outside purchases an 
fixed payments. There are times when 
there is a balance of trade against the 
State of Kansas, just as there is at_times 
a balance of trade against the United 
States in its relations with the outside 
world. This is especially likely to occur 
in a newW region which is doing business on 
borrowed capital and has heavy fixed 
charges to meet. 

. Mroughout the northern half of the 
corn belt there have existed for the last 
three months conditions that illustrate this 
argument most clearly. The oat crop, which 
is usually ready for market in the early 
Fall and supplies ready money to the farm- 
ers. was injured by untimely rains, its 
movement delayed, and much of it proved 
unmarketable. The corn crop was hurt by 
frost, and, like the oat crop, required to be 
fej on the farms instead of moved to mar- 
ket or put in store. In this situation there 
has been little that can be sold to bring 
money into that region; deposits have been 
shrinking, and there has been a pressing 
demand on the banks for money to buy 
cattle to eat the soft corn. 

Here was a legitimate demand that ought 
to be met. In the centres of population 
meats were scarce and high; the farmers 
had the beef material going to waste; they 
were anxious to buy cattle for the Western 
ranges, and they had ample security to 
offer for money, but the banks of'that re- 
gion were not able properly to supply the 
demand. They loaned what they could of 
local deposits, and they borrowed some in 
the East, but New York has not been in 
eondition to render aid. It has had troubles 
of its own, and no resources to spare on 
the scuttered prairie farmers whose food- 
making material has been —— 

“If the banks of that region had been 
able to take the notes of good farmers, 
whose responsibility was known, and to 
give their own notes in exchange, the com- 
munity would have been tided over the 
stress, its wasting wealth saved, and when 
the cattle were ready for market the nor- 
mal trade equilibrium between that region 
and the rest of the country.would have 
been restored and the bank notes would 
have retired naturally. The community nat- 
urally would have floated over the rapiis, 
trade would have been less interfered with, 
and the resources of the country would 
have been fully utilized. 


SOMETHING WRONG WITH SYSTEM. 


“It is nothing short of an economic crime 
to have half-fed cattle forced to market to 
meet pressing obligations when fattening 
material is going to waste, There is some- 
thing wrong with a monetary system that 


does not afford the facilities for a people 
to utilize undoubted credit in such an emer- 
ency. 
nT do not say that any monetary system 
can enable a community to buy continuous- 
ly above its income or save it from tight 
money if the balance of trade remains long 
against it. But I do say that an elastic 
banknote system would afford great relief 
at such times. When the balance of trade 
was in favor of the community*and money 
was flowing into it, the bank currency 
would fall to a minimum, but as the tide 
turned the other way, the banks could let 
out the notes and supply the local needs. 
“They could not emit notes indefinitely 
to send away for goods; in the long run 
products must be paid with 
could not support a commun by issuing 
banknotes. ut gs the local supply of 
money drains awhy, where we are now 
having nothing to take its place in the 
local trade, banknotes would do it. They 
would soften the corners of a sharp money 
market. They would bridge over these 
temporary stringencies. They.would so aid 
in production that the locality would have 
roducts to ship out and thus restore the 
alance of trade. 

“In the same way this elastic capacity 
in the currency would preserve the money 
market of this country from the full and 
sharp effects of monetary disturbances 
abroad. In 1899 the cutting off of the supply 
of gold from South Afrita caused a st - 
ency in London, and the influence of Lon- 
This year cash withdrawals by savings 
banks depositors in France have ferced 
the liquidation of American obligations in 
Paris and strained the New York situation. 
The ability to let out notes when goid 
shipments were required would furnish a 
buffer to the business community against 
foreign influences of this kind.”

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Available Cash $50,000,000 More 
Than Last Year. 


Surplus for First Half of Fiscal Year 
Amounts to $24,735,221—Stock of 
Gold Reaches $655,000,000.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—To-morrow 
being a legal holiday, the usual monthly 
Statements of the Treasury showing the 
operations for the month of December and 
the results of the six months ending with 
December will not be issued until Friday. 
The books, however, are substantiaily 
closed, and the fig#fres as made up to noon 
of to-day will vary very little from the 
statements that will be issued Friday. 

The available cash balance shows an in- 
crease of $8,000,000 over that on Nov. 30, 
and now stands at $212,000,000 in round 
numbers, which is an increase of $50,000,000 
compared with Dec, 31, 1901. 

The month just closed was a very good 
one, both in the matter of receipts and 
expenditures. Its net results added $10,- 
619,299 to the available funds and advanced 
the surplus for the first half of the fiscal 
year 1903 to $24,735,221. This is a larger 
sum than was estimated for when the bill 
to repeal war taxes was pending in Con- 
gress, but had Congress been less prodigal 
with expenditures the surplus would have 
been several millions above present figures. 
This conclusion is justified by the unex- 
pected increase in customs receipts, which 
continue to advance, and which more than 
compensate for the loss in internal revenue 
receipts caused by the repeal of the war 
taxes. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the total 
receipts for the six months just ended are 
$4,000,000 in excess of those for the same 
period of the preceding year, there was 
a falling off in surplus the past six months 
compared with the corresponding period 
of 1902 of $18,000,000. The excess of ex- 
penditures for the first half of the current 
year over the same period of that preceding 
$21,000,000, which explains this large dis- 
crepancy. . 

The total of gold coin and bullion held by 
the Treasury has risen to $0605,000,000, an 
increase of $14,000,000 since Dec. 1, and 
$57,000,000 sinee June 80 last. These fig- 
ures include the reserve and trust funds. 
The amount of gold in the available cash 
fund is upward of $120,000,000, which ex- 
ceeds the amount held one month ago by 
$5,000,000, and of that held six months 
ago by $18,000,000. 

The extent and _ rapidity 
marked the increase in the gold 
of the Treasury will be seen by compar- 
ing the figures now with those for July 
1, 1897, a period of five and one-half years. 
On the latter date the aggregate holding, 
which includes the reserve and gold held 
against outstanding certificates, was less 
than $179,000,000. Thus in the period stated 
there has been an increase Of $476,U000,0Uu, 
which is equal to an annual average ol 
neariy $387,0VU,U00.

This erroneous belief is referred to by 
Treasurer Roberts in his recent report, and 
his explanation should satuisly the Class of 
persons reterred to, ‘The gold in the 
Treasury is not idle and useless,” said 
Treasurer HKoberts. ‘‘it keeps in active 
circulation as currency the certificates -s- 
sued against it, and moreover $46,651,016 
in United States notes and $30,000,000 in 
treasury notes, or over_$160,000,000 more 
than its own value. The question may 
well be considered whether the United 
States notes may not properly be turned 
by Congress into gold certificates. They 
have much of that quality aiready, and 
the change could be gradually made as the 
supply of ihe yellow_ metal takes on 
greater proportions. These proportions 
render all gur silver currency, paper ,and 
coin, strong and sound, equal to the stan- 
dard prescribed by law.” , 

Since Nov. 30 there has been a slight 
increase in the aggregate held by national 
banks to secure deposits of public money. 
The amount now held for that ptirpose is 
roundly $143,000,000, an increase of about 
$2,000,000. In addition to the sum named 
the depository banks hold about $3,000,- 
0vu0, which is to the credit of disbursing 
otficers. ES 

The receipts for December were $47,151,- 
299, against $47,061,065 for December, 1001. 
It will be noticed that 
difference in the two amounts. There 
was, however, a loss of $2,000,000 In inter- 
nal revenue, which was overcome by 
increase in customs. The month's disburse- 
ments were $36,552,000, a decrease of about 
one million compared with 
10901, 

While the six months just closed show 
the aggregate receipts exceeded by $4,0v0,- 
000 those of the corresponding period of 
the preceding year, it is found that, limit- 
ing the receipts from miscellaneous 
sources, the excess was only one million 
dollars. The other three millions came 
from miscellaneous receipts.

ception of interest, in which there was a 
decrease of about $12,200,000, every item of 
expenditure shows an increase. The reduc- 
tion in the numerical strength of the army 
has not been made —— in the disburse- 
ments by the War Department, since they 
show an increase of $7,000,000. The large 
appropriations for the construction of bar- 
racks and quarters, the’ establishing of 
technical schools for training officers, and 
disbursements for rivers and harbors, which 
are charged against the war establishment, 
explain the increase in this item. Even with 
the army reduced to the minimum strength 
proposed, it is doubtfulif there will be any 
considerable decrease in the expenditures 
of the War Department,for several years. 
An increase of nearly $5,000,000 for thx 
navy is attributable to the increase in that 
arm of the military service. 

It will be observed that on account of tha 
civil establishment the disbursements con- 
tinue to grow, the past six months exceed- 
ing those for the same period of 1901 by 
$6,000,000. Chairman Cannon of the House 
Appropriations Committee might give at- 
tention to these civil and miscellaneous ex- 
penditures with most profitable results.

INDOOR FOOTBALL GAMES 


Syracuse Team Victors in the 
Championship . Contest. 


Emmets and Kickhams Played in a 
Match of the Gaelic Style, Which 
Was Won by Latter, 


At Madison Square Garden last night 
there were two football games decided, 
one of which was the third match of the 
indoor heavy-weight championship series 
of the regular American game, and the 
other a Gaelic game, which proved to be 
both interesting and amusing.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—The pressure is low 
from the north upper lake region westward to 
the Pacific Coast, with one centre of depressure 
oo Manitoba and another over British Colum- 

There are to-night more pronounced indications 
of the disturbance mentioned Tuesday night, as 
apparently moving up from the Southern Gulf of 
Mexico, while the disturbance over the extreme 
south plateau still persists with somewhat in- 
creased intensity. The weather has béen fair 
east of the Rocky Mountains, except in the Gulf 
Stetes, where there were light rains, he tem- 
peratures are considerably higher in the upper 
lake region and the Upper Mississippi Valley, 


and somewhat lower in interior New York and in 
Texas. 


West of the Rocky Mountains rains and snows 
have continued over the northern districts and 
have extended into Northern Nevada and Central 
California. Over the southern districts the 
weather was fair. 

There will be rain Thursday in the Gulf and 
west portion of the South Atlantic States, con- 
tinuinig Friday, and extending into the Ohlo 
Valley, the South Atlantic and south portion of 
the Middle Atlantic |States. Elsewhere east of 
the Rocky Mountains the weather will be gen- 
ercily fair Thursday and Friday. 

There will be rain or snow over the middle and 
northern districts west of the Rocky Mount- 
ains while over the south fair weather will con- 
tinue. 

It will be warmer Thursday in the lower lake 
region, the Ohio Valley, and the Middle and 
South Atlantic States, ond colder Friday in the 
northern upper lake region, the extreme Upper 
Mississipp! Valley, and the East Gulf States.

‘WHAT TRE YEAR WILL BRING FORTH 

The great question in the year 1903 is 
to Ge that of supply and demand; pri- 
marily, of the supply of commodities and 
the demand for them, and dependent 
-~upon those factors, supply and demand 
‘in the labor and money markets. Statis- 
ties sent out from Albany the other day 
showed that practically the entire labor 
foree in New York State is employed. 
That condition prevails throughout the 
country; that is, the demand for labor 
absorbs the entire supply. That means, 
of course, that wages are rising. They 
have been very generally increased al- 
ready, notably by the railroads. A glance 
at the situation of the New York money 
market, either now or at any time during 
the past three months, affords proof that 
the supply of money is not equal to the 
demand. The fundamental condition of 
a@ @emand for commodities which out- 
runs the supply is disclosed by prevailing 
high prices and by reports that in many 
branches of manufacture orders already 
placed will keep the plants busy during 
the greater part of the year. 

We begin the new year, therefore, un- 
et conditions of high prosperity. Indi- 
vidual fortunes and the National wealth 
a@fe increasing. As we cannot go on for- 
ever augmenting the volume of products 
and purchases, men are already begin- 
ming to inquire under what economic 
conditions present tendencies to expan- 
sion will be checked. High wages..in- 
crease cost of production and of opera- 
tion. Returns of railroad earnings al- 
ready reflect that natural result. But 
high wages also increase the purchasing 
power of the largest class in every com- 
munity. Measurably the one offsets the 
other. In the large sense the continu- 
ance or the termination of this period of 
great prosperity depends upon the way in 
which the new wealth is invested. If it 
is put into gigantic undertakings that 
fail, and in their failures drag down oth- 
ers’ if through any unforeseen shock to 
confidentte it remains idle; if in individ- 
ual ou Zo it is in a large measure spent 
upon ‘mere luxuries or in improvident 
living, trade and industry will be de- 
prived of a sustaining force. Prosperity 
lives upon accumulation. If, therefore, 
the new wealth finds productive invest- 
ment, the doubters and the pessimists 
will have to wait some time yet for the 
fulfillment of their gloomy predictions. 

The conditions now existing and the 
forces now operative promise to carry us 
presperously through the greater part of 
the year. What will happen in the Fall 
months of 1903 depends chiefly, no doubt, 
upon the crops. It is much too early for 
even the first speculations concerning 
the bounty of nature during the year. 

One thing we hope to see before the 
end of the year. It is a matter of vital 
importance to all the world and of para- 
mount interest to the great commertial 
nations. We mean some new assurances, 
some yet more solid safeguards against 
disturbance of the peace. The disturb- 
ers must be rebuked, those that love 
peace and live by it confirmed in their 
resolution to have it. The anger and dis- 
gust stirred up by the Venezuelan im- 
broglio are due chiefly to the feeling that 
the menace of quarrel and of conflict has 
been projected across peaceful skies and 
seas needlessly and heedlessly. If the 
promoter and the disturber in that mis- 
erable, sordid business can be brought 
under moral reproof by the way an end 
is put to it, and if the ending shall prove 
to be an unmistakable triumph for those 
that desire peace, the year will be made 
memorable by the fact. The time has 
passed for forays undertaken from such 
motives and conducted by such methods. 
There are ways saner and safer, ways 
that do not endanger the world’s peace, 
open to those with just grievances to re- 
dress. Peace is now the supreme inter- 
est of the world, not only for its mate- 
rial welfare, but for its advancement in 
finer and spiritual things. In every com- 
munity the public brawler is kept in 
check. The habitual disturber of the 
world’s peace must by the common con- 
sent be put under like restraint. 


A ROAD TO PROSPERITY. 

The fifty miles of good road which 
Gen. BELL will soon have completed in 
Manila Province through a region hére-, 
tofore practically inaccessible is a splen- 
did example of what the rule of this 
country in the Philippines can accom- 
plish and is Hkely in larger and larger 
measure to accompiish. And his plan 
te supply the natives at cost with carts 
suitable for their use on such roads is a 
sensible mode of expending the money of 
the Philippine Government, 

There is no substantial doubt now that 
the Filipinos will have the equality be- 
fore the law and the sustained order and 

eace and justice to which they are en-

archipelago With the aid and, so far as 
possible, through the exertions of the 
natives themselves. In order to do this 
there must be provided some adequate 
motive to work, and none fs better than 
the ambition awakened by chances for 
profit. To make it practicable to reach 
markets ‘where the fruits of labor can be 
sold.is one of the surest methods of in- 
citing to labor. Along such a road as 
Gen. BE.Lt has built it is not extravagant 
to estimate that the value of agricult- 
ural land will be nearly doubled for a 
mile on either side. And what this means 
for a hundred square miles those famil- 
far with the progress of some of our own 
agricultural communities, such as that 
of Oklahoma as the most recent instance, 
can understand. 


IRON AND STEEL FOR 1903. 


The habit of regarding the iron trade 
in its several branches as an infallible 
barometer of the general condition of 
business in the United States is perhaps 
too well established to be abandoned. 
Nevertheless, changed conditions have 
brought the fluctuations in the market 
price of staple forms of crude and manu- 
factured iron under such control that 
they no longer permit business to be done 
prefitably on the basis of BENNER’S 
prophecies—a volume which has @isap- 
peared from the desk of manufacturer 
and merchant and must be looked for on 
the top shelf of the bookcase, modestly 
hiding behind catalogues of greater cur- 
rent interest. In a general way, the 
great movements in iron and steel must 
coincide with the flood and ebb tides of 
National prosperity; but as a barometer 
from which to forecast the future of gen- 
eral trade they are no longer sensitive 
and probably not inerrant. The reason 
for this is that in the iron market prices 
are affected much less than formerly by 
momentary changes in the mood of buy- 
ers. Such an impetus to consumption 
as, before the end of 1902, necessitates 
engaging the output of the first six to 
nine months of 1903 is a good deal like 
the power stored up in a fly wheel, and 
might very well suffice to carry the trade 
over a considerable period of doubt and 
uncertainty without appreciable loss of 
momentum, 

If the orders booked for 1903 delivery 
were in any sense speculative and repre- 
sented stocks to accumulate in the hands 


of middlemen for distribution when the ; 


necessities of consumers forced them to 
pay for spot iron prices giving a satisfac- 
tory profit, the case would be different. 
An unfavorable turn in the market would 
be likely to cause a general cancellation 
of such orders, and the trade might look 
forward to two years of litigation in 
straightening out the complications thus 
created. It used to be proverbial that it 
was impossible to deliver No, 1 pig iron 
on a falling market—a figure of speech 
which will probably be understood with- 
out explanation. Under existing condi- 
tions, however, the pig-iron orders placed 
for 1903 delivery are against contracts of 
mills and foundries for finished materials 
or castings they have contracted to de- 
liver or must make in the regular course 
of business, and very few of the orders 
booked represent more than ordinary 
business foresight in the anticipation of 
requirements. Prices are not firm enodgh 
to warrant speculation on the present 
basis of quotations. 

In a general way this is true of every 
branch of the iron and steel trades. If 
pig iron be taken as the criterion, as it is 
the basis, of trade conditions, its posi- 
tion is statistically extremely strong. 
Notwithstanding the many drawbacks to 
the continuous operation of the furnaces, 
such as the anthracite strike, the coke 
scarcity, and the freight congestion, the 
United States product in 1902 will prob- 
ably exceed 17,500,000 tons, an increase 
of about 2,000,000 tons over that of last 
year.. The pig-iron importations, mostly 
sold to arrive, will probably have been 
found to be about 575,000 tons when the 
December estimates are corrected by the 
full returns. This means a consumption 
of over 18,000,000 tons. The stocks of 


pig iron in first hands have dwindled to’ 


the vanishing point, and the orders 
booked by the furnace agents: cover the 
procuction for the first half of 1903. 
There is naturally some uncertainty as 
to what may happen in the second half, 
but from present appearances it cannot 
be very sensational befgre September. 
The only speculation in pig iron appears 
to be that which takes the chances of a 
lower scale of prices. The combination 
which is undoubtedly the largest melter 
of pig iron in the United States is admit- 
tediv half a million tons short of its ab- 
solute requirements for 1903, and many 
smaller consumers are relatively in the 
same position. 

The outlook for manufactured iron 
does not appear to warrant any sensa- 
tional predictions. Public attention is 
much more directed to steel, and in that 
department the only items in which the 
menace of overproduction was discovered 
prices have lately been reduced to fig- 
ures which buyers recognize as promis- 
ing stability. We have not yet had 
enough experience with the new condi- 
tions to know whether they will operate 
as successfully in holding prices up as 
they have during the past year in hold- 
jng them down. The fact that’ the larg- 
est producer of sheet, tin plates, wire 
goods, and the like could cut prices in the 
last quarter of the year without stam- 
peding the trade or unsettling business 
would seem to show that control works 
as well one way as the other. 


So far as the general prosperity of the 


country is concerned, there is nothing in 
the condition of the iron and steel in- 
dustries to warrant setting storm sig- 
nals. The pessimist of course has as 
much warrant for gloomy predictions as 
the weather prophet has for foretelling 
a storm in clear weather, but that is 
cheap prophecy and contributes nothing 
of value to what everybody knows. If

RESPONSIBILITY UNDER THE MON- 
ROE DOCTRINE. 

There is a growing feeling not only in 
Europe, but in this country, that the pol- 
icy we have been compelled to adopt un- 
der the title of the Monroe Doctrine will 
ultimately involve a responsibility that 
has not heretofore been recognized. Ex- 
actly what will be the nature or extent of 
that accountability or by what means it 
will be imposed or discharged, it is too 
soon to say. There will, of course, be a 
strong effort in Europe to make it as 
definite and troublesome as possible, as 
has been shown by the contention of a 
part of the German press and of some of 
the English papers, that we must either 
permit the creditors of Venezuela to col- 
lect their debts in their own way or must 
guarantee them ourselves. This is a 
crude and extreme form of a view that 
has some foundation, and it is well that 
the matter should be carefully consid- 
ered, 

A contribution to this end is made in 
the current number of The Independent 
by Prof. Paut S. Retnsn of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, under the title of 
“The Positive Side of the Monroe Doc- 
trine.”’ The author is a man of high rep- 
utation as a student of political science, 
whose work on our colonial possessions 
has been received with much favor, He 
points out that the rational basis of the 
policy of Monroe has distinctly changed. 
It is no longer purely or chiefly polit- 
ical. Our interest in maintaining it is as 
great and compelling as ever, but it is of 
a different sort. The first and most im- 
portant of our fmterests is peace, “ and 
our peace is certainly dependent upon 
maintaining the territorial integrity of 
South American States as against Eu- 
rope. Should we allow questions of terri- 
torial sovereignty in South America to 
be settled in the ordinary manner, 
should we leave South American States 
to their own devices, the scramble for 
South America would begin over night, 
and it would not be bloodless like the 
partition of Affica.” On the other hand, 


While the territorial integrity of the Lat- 
in American Statés is to be respected, — 
must nevertheless be held strictiy responsi- 
ble for lapses from good government. It 
is a fundamental requirement, in the pres- 
ent state of human development, that every 
part of the world must be rendered sub- 
servient to the uses of the whole, by bein 
made accessible and being provided wit 
responsible and efficient government. The 
Powers of Hurope, therefore, have a perfect 
right tg insist that their citizens who settle 
in the Bouth American States shall be pro- 
tected and shall be assured of all reasona- 
ble facilities in developing the resources of 
the continent. The South American States 
must therefore be held strictly responsible 
for any damage that may fall upon foreign 
residents as a@ consequence of local disor- 
der, and the attempt to enforce satisfaction 
in such cases will not be interpreted as an 
attempt to influence the political destiny of 
the republics. 


The final penalty for abuse of sover- 
eignty is the forfeiture of sovereignty, 
enforced by war. We deny to Europe 
the resort to that penalty, and we are 
justified in doing so by the necessities of 
our own situation. It is a fair and rea- 
sonable claim that we must in some way 
make up to tne Governments of Europe 
what we insist on their foregoing. How 
it shall be done will be settled little by 
little, probably in a series of precedents 
in dealing with cases as they arise. The 
controlling fact in the problem is that 
the Monroe policy is a policy for the 
preservation of peace on this side of the 
ocean. There is little doubt that its pur- 
pose can be accomplished if it be steadily 
kept in view,

PROFIT SHARING IN THE STEEL COR- 
PORATION. 


The two circulars of the United States 
Steel Corporation printed elsewhere in 
this issue will be read with unusual in- 
terest. They detail the wisest and most 
far-sighted plan ever devised for identi- 
fying the interests not merely of capital 
and labor, but of one class of labor with 
another. The project has been thought 
out with great intelligence, and its ob- 
ject is to attain results which cannot fail 
to have an immediate and permanent in- 
fluence for good in shaping the direction 
of industrial development in this coun- 
try. 


The gravest of the charges, in the im- 
peachment of the trusts by popular judg- 
ment, is probably the recognition that

The various 
classes of employés are permitted to sub- 
scribe to the preferred stock of the cor- 
poration at the upset price of 82.50, and 
as these shares bear 7 per cen*. divi- 
dends, the interest guaranteed is equiva- 
lent to a little less than 844 per cent. on 
the investment. The subscriber may 
pay for the stock he takes within three 
years, meanwhile drawing dividends, 
and if he chooses to discontinue pay- 
ments and withdraw he can have back 
what he has paid in and keep the differ- 
ence between the 5 per cent. charged on 
deferred payments and the 7 per cent. 
earned by the stock. The salaried or 
wage-earning stockholder who will hold 
his stock for, five years and annually 
during that period exhibit it, with evi- 
dence that he has remained continuously 
in the employ of the corporation and 
shown a proper interest in its welfare | 

progress, sha -bonus in 


while continuously employed, and will 
thus add nearly 7 per cent. to the in- 
terest earnings of his investment. A 
guaranteed 16 per cent. investment is 
something which the capitalist would 
eagerly avail himself of—and search for 
in vain. This, however, is what is of- 
fered to the subscribing employés of the 
Steel Corporation under the plan re- 
ferred to. The provision for the security 
of the returns promised is apparently 
ample. 

That the largest stock corporation in 
the world should have elaborated a plan 
so generous toward its labor is signifi-, 
cant, and refutes one of the strongest 
arguments which have been advanced 
againsp the principle of gigantic indus- 
trial consolidation. It offers a supreme 
test of the Intelligence of labor and of the 
sincerity of the purpose underlying the 
struggle for the betterment of conditions 
and for the maintenance of the “ stand- 
ard of comfort,” which have been plead- 
ed in Justification of strikes. It comes 
not as a concession wrung from the re- 
luctant eimployer by force majéure, but, 
in this instance, after a conclusive dem- 
onstration of the ability of the corpora- 
tion to defeat labor and even to oppress 
it if such were the purpose. The com- 
pany has not even been threatened with 
a strike since the defeat of the Amalga- 
mated Association eighteen months ago. 
The workman and employé who does not 
eagerly avail himself of the opportunity 
of benefit which the plan offers dclib- 
erately turns his back upon an invest- 
ment which the capitalist would pay a 
handsome premium te secure, and should 
he in future appeal to public sympathy 
as the victim of oppression he may ex- 
pect to have very little attention paid to 
his representations. 

From the point of yiew of the stock- 
holder who is merely an investor the 
plan has everything to commend it. The 
more closely those employed by the 
Steel Corporation are identified with its 
interests and made alert to the small 
economies of production, the better for 
him. It will give him a better basis of 
confidence in the ultimate value of the 
securities he holds than he now has to 
see the salaried men and the wage earn- 
ers admitted as partners and profit shar- 
ers and to know that in a sense they 
are working for themselves as well as for 
the corporation. We congratulate the 
management upon the plan and hope for 
the opportunity to congratulate the wage 
earners on their wisdom in accepting it 
and co-operating with it. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Milwaukee has a Superintendent of 
Public Schools whose name is Smmrert, and 
therefore it is more than a little curious 
that he should be much worried over the 
fact that the city is paying some $55,000 
a year to special teachers of the German 
language, and should be advising that this 
expense be cut off. Surprise at the Super- 
intendent’s course vanishes, however, when 
oye learns that what he wants .is not, to 
put an end to the teaching of German in 
the Milwaukee public schools, but simply 
to abolish the practice of intrusting that 
work to specialists, and that he would 
effect his economy by employing no teach- 
ers at all who are not competent to give 
instruction in that language. As this plan, 
if adopted, would come somewhere near 
to putting German birth or descent among 
the qualifications requisite for appointment 
to any position in the Milwaukee schools, 
surprise that a Superintendent named 
SIEFERT should be troubled about that 
$55,000 is appreciably decreased. It seems, 
however, that the plan will not go through 
without opposition. Milwaukee has a large 
number of German-speaking citizens, but’ 
she has nearly as many Poles. The latter 
already form a very important part of the 
city’s population, and their influence is 
increasing rather faster than that of the 
Germans. Naturally enough, the Poles 
view the Superintendent's suggestion with 
severe disapproval, and, though they have 
not yet gone so far as to demand that no 
public schoo] teachers who do not speak 
Polish be hired, they are firmly maintain- 
ing that their language should be placed 
on an equality with German, so far as the 
public schools are concerned. Whether the 
Poles do this seriously or not our present 
information leaves somewhat uncertain, 
but whatever may be their feelings’on the 
subject, the situation thus created is ex- 
tromely amusing as well as highly instruc- 
live. We have hitherto been spared in 
this country the “language problems” 
which other lands have found so trouble- 
some, and perhaps the case of Milwaukee 
hints at the way such problems, when they 
try to lift their more or 1 crested heads, 
will take eare of each othey, leaving Eng- 
lish, as it ought to be, ir calm and un- 
disputed supremacy. All things considered, 
Superintendent Srmerert is deserving of gen- 
eral gratitude for his courage and con- 
sistency. It is a great thing to be humor- 
ous, even unintentionally. 


——Opponents of the army “ canteen” 
are extremely fond of calling attention to 
the fact that our warships have for some 
years managed to -get along fairly well 
without any such institution, and of ask- 
ing why the army officers cannot control 
their men as well as their brethren in the 
navy. The people who do this utterly 
ignore, of course, the wide difference be- 
tween conditions afloat and conditions 
ashore, and their argument has no weight 
whatever with those who have even a little 
knowledge ‘of the nature of that differ- 
ence. It behooves all who think that the 
navy has lost nothing under the workings 
of the law which stopped the sale of all 
intoxicants on Government ‘reservations 
to read with care the statements of naval 
officers on which was ed the depart- 
ment’s recent decision to send no more 
warships to the Puget Sound Navy Yard 
until the local authorities of Bremerton, the 
town in which it is situated, take steps to 
protect the Jackies on shore leave from the 
very perils that have proved so disastrous 
to the private soldiers. In response to the 
inquiries of Assistant Secretary DARLING, 
Rear Admiral Yates StTerRuinc instituted 
a- careful ‘investigation at Bremerton, and 
reported that since the abolition of the 
canteen in the navy yard reservation there 
had been a remarkable increase in the num- 
ber of low dives in its neighborhood, and 
to their existence he attributed a part of 
the excesses in which the men had tn- 
dulged. Lieut. B. P. Hutt, who commands 
the marine barracks at the yard, expressed 
the opinion that nothing would do so much. 
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humiliating expedient, and the " 
teeners ought to meditate upon it thought- 
fully. ; 


—When the news came the other day 
that a West Point cadet had resigned to 
enlist as a private in the army, it was ac- 
companied by the statement that the cadet 
had done this on the ground that thus he 
could not only get his commission more 
quickly, but also could better equip himself 
for being a officer dnd soldier. Our 
comments on the dispatch were to the ef- 
fect that either the cadet was acting most 
unwisely or else the Military Academy is 
not what it ought to be. Another and ap- 
parently better explanation of the case is 
supplied by a correspondent, who, writing 
with what seems to be knowledge, says 
that the réason why young LOCKETT re- 
signed was his hopeless deficiency In his 
studies and the certainty that failure and 
discharge would follow the approaching 
semi-annual examination. Going then more 
deeply into the matter, our informant says 
that LockeTT was admitted to the Acad- 
emy under the new system, without taking 
an examination and on the strength of 4 
* certificate’ that he was well qualified to 
keep up with the West Point course. ‘‘ Had 
he,”” continues our correspondent, “ been 
required to pass even an ordinary entrance 
examination, he would have failed. Then 
he could have enlisted at once, and, besides 
saving himself the mortification of failure, 
also have gained a year in his appointment 
as an officer. About a dozen other cadets 
have resigned from the Academy—most of 
them ‘ admitted on certificate’ and so low 
in their studies that resignation was the 
only escape from discharge for deficiency. 
Among the number was a Yale sophomore. 
Had these young men been required to un- 
dergo an entrance examination, three- 
fourths or more of them would have shown 
their inability to take the West Point 
course before instead of after entering the 
Academy. As it is, a year was lost for 
each district represented by them, to say 
nothing of the useless expense imposed 
upon the Government.”’ All this puts a new 
and very different light on the Lockett 
case, and on the system of entrance by 
certificate as well. If that system is work- 
ing as our correspondent says it is, there 
is obvious need either for its abolition 
or for such regulation of it as shall pre- 
vent the giving of certificates to those-who 
have not earned them, It is nothing against 
a boy that he is not prepared to take the 
West Point course, but it is very much 
against public interest that such a boy 
should be appropriating on a misrepresen- 
tation, and wasting in a hopeless effort, an 
opportunity which belongs to somebody 
else. ,

—An interesting contribution to the lit- 
erature of vaccination was made by Dr. J. 
F. J. Sykes, a London health officer, in a 
report to the Borough Council of St. Pan- 
cras. To illustrate the affficulties he had 
to overcome, Dr. SykKEs says: ‘‘ When it is 
suggested to the average lodger tn a com- 
mon lodging house that he should be re- 
vaccinated, he asks, either orally or 
through the glance of his eye, ‘What am 
I going to get, gov’nor?’ When he is told 
that he will get protection against small- 
pox, he says, ‘Don’t want it, gov’nor; I'd 
rather go into the country to ‘orspital for 
a month!’ If it is suggested that h@.might 
die in the hospital, he (having nobody de- 
pendent upon him) says, ‘ Who'll (care?’ 
and ‘Life ain’t so lovely when yer allus 
at work!’ When he is further told that his 
revaccination will not only protect him, but 
also others, having philosophized in a cir- 
cle, he comes round to the original ques- 
tion, ‘What are they going to pay for 
it? What am I going to get?’ The man’s 
only possession is his own body, and he 
learns to make the most of it at the best 
price, A very natural impulse!" Perhaps 
this tells as much about British pecuMari- 
ties as it does about the troubles of the of- 
ficial vaccinator. It is hard to believe that 
such a man as this “ average lodger’’ could 
be found in the United States. 


REVIEW OF THE PAST YEAR. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
The year is going; let him go; 
Ring out the fase, ring in the true. 

The pulse beats of the dying year are 
fluttering to a close. Before it is laid to 
rest in the tomp of the twentieth century 
let us take a quick glance at the record it 
is leaving and try to separate the good from 
the evil it has wrought. Are the shadows 
darker over the earth, and the breath of 
the winds more mournful at the end of its 
life, than they were when the bells rang out 
a welcome for its birth? I think not, and 
surely there is some substance for this be- 
lief. Sad and tearful as has been so much 
of its history, and widespread its mani- 
fold acts of cruelty and injustice, I yet be- 
lieve we can discern throughout it all faint 
streaks of the dawn of a sweeter civiliza- 
tion than the world has ever known. 
Through the rifts in the clouded sky which 
still hangs over a sorrowful earth, I think 
we can catch a sure glimpse of a caming 
“light that never was on sea or land.” 

Let us reflect a moment while we sum- 
mon before our mental vision the most 
prominent facts which greeted our senses 
when the year 1902 first stepped into its 
niche in the temple of history. There were 
wars and rumors of wars, and “ punitive 
expeditions” on every hand. The roar of 
the artillery and the hiss of the shrapnel 
o¢ the most powerful nation in Christendom 
could be ard in as cruel and unequal a 
struggle as wag ever waged since Christ 
was born. Thousands of weak women and 
helpless children had their homes swept by 
fire, their farms laid waste, and they them- 
selves gathered to swift destruction in pes- 
tiferous camps. Pagan Rome in her combat 
with the barbarians could not have been 
more ruthuess and eruel than Christian 
England in a fight with a race of her own 
faith. And, alas! that we must say it, under 
our own beloved flag a like awful spectacle 
could be witn: «sed, in the effort to hold in 
subjection an alien people who owed our 
Government ro rightful allegiance. 

But, thank Heaven, the roar and flash of 
both their guns are now over, the cries of 
the women and children are stilled, and 
nature is allowed to begin again her heal- 
ing and sustaining work. At least that is 
something to be thankful for, as we take 
our farewell of the dying year. Certainly 
it would be something to fill our hearts 
with supreme joy if these are to be the last 
of the wars which the strong will be per- 
mitted to wage against the weak. And 
there is some reason to hope that this will 
be the case. Never has the protest of en- 
Hghtened public opinion been so ioud and 
persistent against the iniquity of aggressive 
warfare as during the prosecution of the 
above conflicts. All over the civilized world 
could be heard the indignant rebuke of 
Christian souls whose earnest words made 
the conquerors pause in their cruelties, 
and at last compelled them to submit to 
compromises they would not otherwise 
have granted. It was a very conspicuous 
exemple of the truth that “the pen is 
mightier than the sword.

of the departing year. you well sa n 
an admirable editorial, it should have ar- 
rived on Christmas morning instead of two 
days after that holy festival. Less than a 
month ago two of the most powerful na- 
tions in the world sent their Sattionnree 
overawe and devastate a very weak tle 
country, distracted by internal d rs, 
which d probably been fomented by the 
agents of one of the invaders. The forcible

4 see in THE NEW YoRK TimzEs of 
yesterday that the protest of the American 
tary of State touching the cruel and 
unjust treatment of the Jews by Roumania 
has been at last heeded by that nation, and 
promise given that the harshness will be 
mitigated and rights of citizenship granted 
these oppressed people. This biessed news 
should aiso have come on Christmas Day, 
when we were celebrating the birth of the 
Jewish Saviour of mankind. 

In the ustria! and commercial werld, 
too, very significant and promising steps 
have been taken this year. The establish- 
ment of the Civic Federation has taken 
firm shape, which has for its aim the 
bringing together of the leading represent- 
atives of capital and labor, and the investi- 
gation of their manifold disputes with a 
view to peaceful and just settlements. Some 
of the sanest and most inteilectual minds 
in this country, both lay and clerical, are 
enlisted in the movement. It is true they 
were unable to avert in a direct manner 
the great coal strike, from which the whole 
country suffered, but I think there is little 
doubt that they created the public opinion 
which sustained President Roosevelt in his 
action in compelling the mine owners to 
submit the dispute to arbitration, thus 
avoid what threatened to be akmost a 
revolutionary situation. And I think it safe 
to prophesy that in the near future ail 
labor troubles of any magnitude will be 
settled in this sensible manner. 

We must not forget to note in our glance 
at this formidable strike of labor for more 
humane conditions that the side of the 
workmen was represented in a far more 
intelligent manner than ever before. There 
was a breadth of grasp and sobriety of tem- 
per on the part of their chosen leader, who 
sprang from the grime of the coal pit, that 
madé a favorable comparison with the wis- 
dom of the spokesmen of the corporations. 
He won not only the plaudits and gratitude 
of the poor people whose cause he cham- 
pioned, but he also gained the respect of al- 
most the entire press of the country. Sure- 
ly these significant events in the industrial 
world must glow with a pleasant light on 
= annals of the year that is passing 

ay. 

It is also worthy of distinct mention in 
our review of the achievements of the 
dying year, the great strides observable in 
the practical oppcates of electricity in 
the manifold mechanism of our great indus- 
tries. Every day we hear of some fresh 
and surprising invention in this department 
of science which tends to give mankind a 
mastery over material obstacles which for- 
merly militated against his comfort and 
welfare. These astonishin discoveries 
ought certainly to cheapen the necessities 
and bring even the luxurtfes of life down to 
the level of our lowest class. And with this 
marvelous increase in the mechanical prod- 
uct of human toil must come perforce a 
great mitigation of the severity of all kinds 
of labor. I think we are fast approaching 
the time when work which is now dreaded 
and avoided for its danger and drudgery 
will be welcomed as a pleasure. 

Just as the old year is laying down its 
head for ‘‘ the long sleep”’ comes the won- 
derful announcement that the genius of 
Marconi has succeeded in telegraphing 
across the broad Atlantic without the aid of 
anything but the viewless ether of the air! 
In sight of this achievement have we a 
right to set any bounds whatever to the 
wonders possibile to this airy sprite who 
throws the marvels\of great Shakespeare’s 
Puck entirely in the shade? 

Good-bye, then, to 1902. We deplore your 
misdeeds, but welcome the promise of your 
beneficence! And hail, all hail, to 1903.

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FACTORY WRECKED BY FIR 


Building in Flames Again After 


Many. Firemen Leave. 


FIRE MARSHAL INVESTIGATING 


' Purroy Says There Were Two Distinct 


Fires—Capt. Chapman Thinks First 
Fire Was Not Extinguished. 


Two fires in the same building, oceurring 
within a short time of each other, wrecked 
the six-story structure at 167, 169, 171, and 
173 Wooster Street, between West Houston 
and Bleecker Streets, yesterday afternoon 
and caused about $150,000 damage. 

The first fire, which started at 12:40 
O'clock, and for which four alarms were 
sent in by Acting Chief Purroy of the Fire 
Department, was supposed to be extin- 
guished, and all the employes of the build- 
ing returned to work, when the second fire 
was discovered, which burned fiercely for 
four hours before the firemen got it under 
control. 

No lives were lost, but there were several 
firemen slightly injured and a number of 
the force saved from smoke suffocation by 
rescues on the part of their comrades. 

Chief Purroy, who was.on the scene at 
the first fire, but who left before the alarm 
for the second {ire was sounded, came in 
for much censure on the part of the occu- 
pants of the building, though his explana- 
tion appears to be in every way reasonable. 
He says that the fire was of incendiary 
origin, and that after the second blaze four 
men were seen to leave the building by the 
way of the fire escape. He is corroborated 
in this statement by Deputy Chief Ahearn. 
This story is ridiculéd by the occupants of 
the building and others, including Capt. 
Chapman of the Mercer Street Station, who 
Was on the scene with the police reserves 
from four stations, 

The building is occupied by a large num- 
ber of firms, among which are several 
printing establishments. The first fire start- 
ed in the basement of Nos. 167 and 169, oc- 
cupied by the Manhattan Quilt and Down 
Company. The smoke from the blaze in 
the cellar threw the 20) employes of the 
upper floors into a panic, and they made a 
Tush for the street. Three alarms were 
sent in, bringing the Acting Chief to the 
scene. He ordered a fourth alarm, sum- 
moning all the fire apparatus below Four- 


teenth Street. For over an hour they 
fought the fire, and when it was thought 
to be extinguished, Acting Chief Purroy, 
with Battalion Chiefs Byrne, Martin, and 
‘Kenney, made an inspection of the build- 
ing and pronounced the fire to be out. 

hief Purroy, according to his statement, 
Jeft his Deputy, Ahearn, in charge and 
went down town to confer with the Dock 
Commissioner. He had already ordered sev- 
eral of the companies to return to their 
quarters. The horses of the water tower, 
which had been playing on the fire, were 
already hitched to the truck, and the en- 
gines and other apparatus already on their 
‘way, when suddenly flames were seen issu 
ing from the third floor. 


THE FIRE STARTS AGAIN. 


Again the alarm was given to the tenants, 
and they, with their belongings, as many 
as could be got together, ran into the 
street. Chief Purray, according to Capt. 
Chapman, had hardly turned the corner of 
West Houston Street, when the Captain 
fan after him shouting to return. But the 
Chief was not to be found, and much of 


the fire apparatus was on its way heme 
and did not get the alarm till the firemen 
reached their several quarters. in four 
alarms were sounded, making eight in all, 
but the second fire proved more stubborn 


than the first and burned fiercely til late * 


in the evening, and before it was subdued 
the building was wrecked, and nothing but 
the walls left standing, out of which be- 
tween the bricks oozed the water which the 
firemen had poured into it. 

Chief Purroy knew nothing of the second 
fire till he reached the engine company in 
Chambers Street, and he again rushed back 
to the scene of the fire. By the time of his 
arrival the flames had got beyond the con- 
trol of the firemen, and it looked as if the 
entire block back to West Broadway would 
be destroyed. The firemen, when they 
reached the firehouses after the first fire 
and had been ordered back, were surprised 
to be again sent to the same place, and 
much of the down-town section of the city 
was alarmed by the incessant clanging of 
the gongs of the apparatus for nearly two 
hours. 

in the meantime those who had returned 
to the building being assured that the fire 
was out, including many girls, operators in 
the different concerns, were panic stricken, 
and they ran into the street for the second 
time, Several of them became hysterical 
@nd one fainted. She was attended by an 
ambulance surgeon and taken to her home. 

The second blaze seemed to envelop the 
entire building in an instant. THe water 
tower was again put to work and soon 
there were two streams playing. The 
smoke of the fire and that which issued 
from the engines scattered for blocks 
around darkened that part of the city. 

Chief Purroy stuck tenaciously to his 
theory that the fires were of incendiary 
origin. When asked regarding it, he said: 

“The first fire was in the basement 
and on the south side of the building. The 
second fire started on the third floor, [later 
Chief Purroy said it started on the fourth 
floor and that he had been mistaken] and 
on the north side of the building. 

“With Deputy Chief Ahearn and Batal- 

“With Deputy Chief Ahearn and Battal- 
fon Chiefs Kenney, Martin, and Byrne,” 
he said, “I inspected the building thor- 
oughly after the first fire, and we found 
no sign of any fire left. Deputy Ahearn 
tells me that after the second blaze started 
he saw four men leaving the building by 
the way of the fire-escape in the front on 
Wooster Street. I do not think that I can 
be blamed for the second fire, as I 
firmly convinced that it was an entirely 
separate one from the other. The Fire De- 
partment put out the first fire in a short 
time, and I was right in ordering them to 
their quarters as soon as I saw there was 
no use for them remaining there.’ 

FIRE MARSHAL’S ATTITUDE. 

Fire Marshal Freel arrived at the scene 
after the second fire. He was told of Chief 
Purroy’s statement that the fire was in- 
cendiary. 

** Oh, he doesn’t mean that,"’ said the Fire 
Marshal. He's just fooling. Those men 
were employes.” 

The Fire Marshal made an investigation 
with his. stenographer, taking the state- 
ments of many of those employed in the 
building. 

“Well, you can let the facts speak for 
themselves,”’ said Assistant Chief Ahearn, 
after the fire had been brought under con- 
tua’ “There were five of us who went 
18h4ugh the building after the first fire 
wy, out, and no sign of any blaze was ap- 
pent. In the party was Chief Purroy. 
Then came the second fire, and you know 
as much about the start of that as we do. 

“As a matter of fact. it began on the 
hack part of the fourth floor and was go- 
ing in ghod shape in a comparatively short 
time. The first fire did not go above the 
second floor, and burned only slightly the 
ceiling in that story. It was mainly in the 
front of the building. The only possible 
means of communication between the sec- 
ond and fourth floors was the elevator 
shaft, which was located in the front part 
of the building. And there was the second 
fire starting as far away from the elevator 
shaft as it could—in the rear part of the 
fourth floor.”’ 

** Do you think it was incendiarism?"’ the 
Chief was asked. 

“That is a matter for the Fire Marshal 
to determine,’ the Assistant Chief an- 
swered, “but the fact remains that there 
were four men who went into the building 
after the first fire and came down the fire 
escape just as the second one got under 
headway.” 

*“Do you know who they were?” 

“No, but I understand thet one of them 
was a tenant of the building.”’ 

Nearly/all the occupants of the building. 
when question, disregarded the statement 
of Chief Purrov that the fire was incendi- 
ary. They said that the men seen coming 
down the fire escape were occupants of 
the building who-had been told again of 
the danger. 

Several firemen were hurt but slightly. 
One had a thumb hroken, another an eve 
injured. Two of Truck 18 were on the 
fifth floor, and the smoke was suffocating 
them when their comrades on the roof 
came to their rescue. A rone was lowered 
and both firemen were pulled up to the 


roof. 
Capt. pman said that he did not be- 
lieve the fire was incendiary, but that it 
again started after the first blaze, which 
had not been exti ished but hed smoul-

LEGAL NOTES. 


ACTION ON APrRomissory Note.—The Court

of Appeals of this State has just decided a 
case passing on the liability of a maker of a 
promissory note who adds to his signature 
the word “ Trustee.” It is held that the 
signer of such a note is liable personally to 
the payee, unless the name of his principal 
appears in the body of the instrument, or 
was disclosed to the payee at the time of 
its delivery. Charles G, Peterson was the 
maker of the note, and the payee was the 
Cc, Stevens Compary. Mr. Peterson's evi- 
dence tended to show that the Stevens 
Company was aware of the fact that he was 
acting as Trustee for the creditors of the 
firm of Johnson & Peterson, and that the 
company had signed the creditors’ agree- 
ment under which he acted. He gave the 
note, he said, while completing one of the 
defunct firm’s contracts for some lumber 
purchased from the Stevens Company under 
an express agreement that it would accept 
his note as Trustee. This testimony was, 
however, denied. Judge Haight, for the 
court, after quoting that part of the ne- 
gotiable instruments law, which _ provides 
that the mere addition of words describing 
the maker of a note as an agent, “ao as 
filling a representative character without 
disclosing his principal, does not exempt 
him from personal liability,’”’ continues: 
“In this case, as we have seen, the de- 
fendant signed the note and then added 
the word ‘Trustee.’ He did not, in the 
instrument itself, disclos@ the fact that he 
was Trustee for the creditors of Johnson & 
Peterson, so that, unden the provisions of 
this statute, he would become persohaliy 
liable upon the note unless he could show 
that at the time of the delivery of the note 
to the plaintiffs he disclosed the fact that 
the consideration for which the note was 
given was for the benefit of the creditors of 
Johnson & Peterson, and that he gave the 
note as the Trustee for such creditors.”’ As 
Mr. Peterson's evidence was controverted, a 
question of fact arose, Judge Haight said, 
which should have been submitted to a 
jury.

DIRECTIONS TO A COMMON. CARRIER.—The 
Cudahy Company, in delivering perishable 
goods to the Texas Central Railroad for 
shipment to one Dorsey, instructed the 
railway: company not to ice. In an action 
by Dorsey against the sewrns Negi out 
of the fact that the goods re damaged 
through a failure to ice, the Texas Court 
of Civil Appeals has decided that the rail- 


road company was entitled to obey the 
Cudahy Company’s direction not to use ice, 
and would not be responsible for damages 
consequent on such _ instruction unless, 
through an unreasonable delay in transpor- 
tation, it became its duty to disregard the 
instruction. “The Cudahy Company as 
shipper,” said the court, “ had the right to 
place in the bill of lading directions con- 
cerning the conduct. of the railway com- 
pany toward the shipment while the same 
was in its possession. The railway com. 
pany had the right to observe and obey the 
statement not to ice, provided it, was not 
guilty of negligence in delaying the trans- 
portation; but if theré was an unreasonable 
delay in transporting the car by the ap- 
pellant railway company it would become 
its duty to ice the car, if mecessary to the 
preservation of its contents, and if the 
failure to do this, or the negligent delay, 
occasioned the loss, this would be the 
proximate cause of the damages sustained, 
and the railway oun should be held 
responsible, and not e Cudahy Company. 
If the railway company was net negligent 
in these respects, then it should not be 
held liable. If the Cudahy Company was 
guilty of negligence In giving the instruc- 
tions not to ice, and by reason thereof the 
loss occurred, it would be responsible, and 
not the railroad company.”’

Major Flood-Page Says Sir William 
Preece Is Jealous. 


Wireless Company’s Managing Director 
Asserts That the System Is Com- 
mercially Valuable. 


Major Flood-Page of London, the manag- 
ing director of the Marconi International 
Maritime Communication Company and a 
the Marconi Wireless Tele- 
graphic Company of London and La Com- 
pagnie Teiegraphique Sans Fils of France, 
who has been in Nova Scotia for the last 
six weeks with Mr. Marconi, arrived in New 
York on Tuesday and is at the Holland 
House, Major Flood-Page was at Cape 
3reton when Marconi successfully sent his 
message across the Atlantic. Yesterday he 
talked at length concerning the achieve- 
ments of the young inventor and the pros- 
pects of wireless telegraphy in the com- 
mercial world. He also criticised the views 
expressed by Sir William Preece, the Eng- 
lish scientist, in an interview in The St. 
James's Gazette a few days ago, about the 
faults of the Marconi system commercially 
and otherwise. 

“First of all,” said Major Flood-Page, 
“ft must be known that Sir William is a 
tutto Mr. Marconi inasmuch as he has 
been experimenting for years in England 
at the expense of che British Government, 
on an electro-magnetic system which he 
borrowed from Prof Trowbridge of Har- 
vard, who more than twenty years ago 
prophesied that some day communication 
would be established between ships without 
the use of wires. 

“ Sir William ts reported to have said that 
there was nothing conclusive given a year 
ago by Marconi to show that the signals 
across the Atlantic, made by the wireless 
system, were not due to atmospheric condi- 
tions. There was nothing conclusive about 
those signals, except the word of Marconi, 
which, though not good enough for Sir Will- 
ism, was sufficient for Mr. Edison, Prof. Bell, 
and Prof Pupin. It should have been suffi- 
cient for Sir William Preece, who knows 
Mr. Marconi well, and who also knows that 
Mr. Marconi has never had to withdraw a 
single statement that he ever made to the 
public. 

“Why, only about two years ago, if my 
recollection serves me right, Sir Willlam 
made an address on wireless telegrapNy be- 
fore the British Associations, and after 


showing that he had gene five miles in 
telegraphy without the use of wires, he 
eoncluded with a statement that was in 
substance as follows: ‘Now that 1 have 
shown you that we are able to go five miles 
Withuut wires, it may be said to be a com- 
merei.al success‘ 

* As tor Sir William’s statement that the 
companies are not disturbed with 

terence to the wireless possibilities, I 
will say that only a short time ago in 
America, in talking with one of the best- 
kuown men in England, connected with 
the cables, this man said to me: ‘ Yes, you 
Marconi people are playing “Old Harry”’ 
with our cabie companies and have reduced 
the shares most appreciably. I will say, 
though, that when they fali a few points 
lower I shall put all the money can 
scrape together into cable stock, as I be- 
lieve it wiil be worth the reduced price to 
which they are rapidly falling.’ This man 
fis as well known to Sir William Preece as 
he is to me, and instead of being one of 
the ‘old women’ shareholders, to which 
Sir William refers, he is a competent elec- 
trician who has assisted and is still assist- 
ing the cable companies to the best of his 
abilities. 

“As for the reliability of the Marconi 
messages I will say that only a few days 

Mr. Marconi sent a long message to 

Majesty King Victor Emmanuel of Italy. 

message was entirely in Italian, was 
received at Poldhu by operators, none of 
whom were familiar with that language, 
and was delivered to the King, absolutely 
correct and without a mistake in it. On re- 
celpt of the message the King sent an 
answer signed by his own hand, which was 
received at Cape Breton by Marconi. What 
more conclusive proof of the reliability of 
the Marconi system could any one wish? 

‘Sir William also says that it is possible 
to tap every message. Why does he not 
accept Mr. Marconi's challenge of a year 
ago on that point? Supposing, though, for 
the sake of argument, that it is possible 
to tap every message; have not telegraphic 
codes been established, and as an officer 
in the British Navy told me not very long 
ago, it is quite possible. were it necessary, 
to change the code every day. Even if at 
present it is easy to tap the messages of 
the man of whom Sir William is so evi- 
dently jealous, there can be no doubt 
that the genius of Marconi, which has al- 
ready overcome so many difficulties suc- 
cessfully, will be able to solve a problem 
which is not near so difficult as Sir Will- 
iam Preece asserts. 

“It is true, of course, that the cables, 
with their fifty years’ experience, can send 
© message more quickly than can the Mar- 
coni system, but they cannot send them 
more accurately. Mr. Marconi, in his re- 
cent address before the Royal Institute of 
England, said that with his magnetic de- 
tecior he could transmit thirty words a 
minute. While this will not bear compari- 
son with the speed attainable by the ca- 
bles, it will nevertheless compare quite fa- 
vorably with the speed of the cables fifty 
years ago, which I believe was about one 
word a minute. We are not foolish enough 
to imagine that we shall be able to com- 
pete for some time to come in either speed 
or in the amount of our business with the 
well-established and wealthy cable com- 
panies. We da believe, though, that there 
is room for us as well as them, and that 
we shall be able in a time, measured by 
months, to have in operation a successful 
Marcont wireless telegraphic service across 
the Atlantic Ocean.” 

Major Flood-Page said that Mr. Marconi 
would come to New York this month. As 
for the inventor's statement in his speech 
at Sydney, Nova Scotia, Tuesday night, 
that it need occasion no surprise if the 
Marconi. Wireless Telegraphic Company 
eventually flashed messages across the 
Atlantic at a cent a word, Major Flood- 
Page laughed and replied: 

“Well, tor myself, as long as we can get 
10 cents*a word, I am not going to worry 
about the one-cent rate.’’

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HALT CITY HALL REPAIRS 


Police Summoned to Prevent Work 
by Non-Union Men. 


President Cantor Ordered Contractors 
to Abandon Job for Violating Speci- 
fications—They Begin Suit. 


\ Policemen were called to the City Hall 
yesterday to enforce the order issued by 
President Cantor that the firm of Ryan 
& McFerran should stop work on the re- 
pairs to the building because they were 
not following ‘specifications. The order 
wats the result of the long fight which 
has been carried on between the labor 
unions and the contracting firm. 

The labor union representatives say that 
they had men at work plastering in the 
Mayor's office, and that they quit work 
according to schedule on Saturday 
noon about three weeks ago. The walking 
delegates assert that on that Saturday 
afternoon and Sunday work was done in 
the building, and the strike was ordered. 

Before President Cantor left his office 
last Tuesday night he directed Janitor 
Keyes to see that the contractors were 
not allowed to resume work on the altera- 
tions in the Hall yesterday morning. 
When the workmen appeared Keyes told 
Matthew Ryan, superintendent of the 
work and the brother of one of the con- 
tractors, of the order of Mr. Cantor. Not- 
withstanding that Ryan directed the men 
to go to work, and they began their labors. 
Keyes ran to the police station in the 


basement of the Hall and summoned sev- 
eral policemen, who went upstairs and 
caused the men to discontinue work under 
penalty of being locked up. 

Mr. Cantor ordered the work stopped 
because of the report ot the consuitung 
archit+ct, Mr., Aiken, who declared that 
the work done since the strike began is of 
an interior character; in fact, is bad, and 
not in accordance with fourteen provisions 
ot the specifications. Mr. Cantor holds 
that the specifications give him the power, 
in the event of a violation of any of the 
provisions to order the work stopped. 

**But the contractors take issue with 
yower architect, and say that his allega- 
uons are untrue,’”” Mr. Cantor was told, 

**I can’t help that,” replied the Presi- 
dent, “that is a question of dispute be- 
tween the architect and the contractors. 
I merely complied with the specifications, 
which say when the architect reports as 
he has I must order the work stopped. 

Mr. Cantor then added that he had 
been served at his house last night with 
an order to show cause why an injunction 
should not issue prohibiting him from_in- 
terfering with the contractors in their 
eompletion of the alterations. That order, 
Mr. Cantor said, is returnable before Jus- 
tice Scott in the Supreme Court.

HELD AS “GREEN GOODS ” MEN. 


Three Prisoners Alleged to Have Swin- 
died Williamsburg Business Men 
Out of $20,000. 


A trio of alleged “ green goods” men 
were arfested yesterday by the police of 
the Stagg Street Station, Williamsburg. 
It is believed that the prisoners sucobeded 
in getting at least $20,000 from business 
men in Williamsburg. The accused are 
Samuel Mandel, a real estate dealer of 148

was arraigned in the Ewen Street Police 
Court, and held in $2,000 bail on the charge 
that he had obtained $1,220 by fraud from 
Sigmund Scheer, a shoe dealer at 390 Met- 
ropolitan Avenue, and $690 from Daniel 
Rockover, a saloonkeeper at 14 Moore 
Street. The Fausts were each held in $1,000 
bail on the charge that they had attempted 
to fleece Zeidel Finkelstein of 14 Moore 
Street out of $250. 

Mandel, it is charged, asserted that he 
was in close touch with the National Gov- 
ernment and that he had access to unfin- 
ished Government banknote plates from 


which he could, reproduce money. The po- 
lice say he had in his house a wooden 
screw press, copper plates, a galvanic bat- 
tory. a die, and some small machinery. 

andel, it is charged, got from his vic- 
tims genuine banknotes of denominations 
from $1 to $500, saving he wanted these to 
make impressions, The geénuine  green- 
backs were not returned, and neither did 
the victims get any of the alleged counter- 
feit money. 

Mandel and the Fausts were threatened 
with exposure, but, it is said, made a 
counter threat that if they were prose- 
cuted they would implicate their victims 
in the manufacture of counterfeit money.

MAY TRY DR. WESTON. 


Manhattan Coroners Have That Right, 
Says Justice Leventritt. 


The Board of Coroners of the Borough of 
Manhattan may try the charges preferred 
against Coroner’s Physician Albert T. Wes- 
ton, and remove him if they wish. This is 
the decision rendered by Justice Leventritt 
yesterday in the Supreme Court on the ap- 
plication of Dr. Wéston for a writ of pro- 
hibition restraining the Manhattan Cor- 
oners from dealing with his case. 

Dr. Weston claimed that only the Board 
of Coroners for the entire city of New 
York had any power to try or remove him 
from office, and that the Board of Coroners 
of the Borough of Manhattan had no juris- 
diction. 

Dr, Weston was charged with absenting 
himself from inquests and with other acts 
which warranted his dismissal. The Board 
of Coroners had met to dispose of the 
charges, but while waiting for Coroner 
Jackson, Dr. Weston secured his writ and 
restrained them from interfering with him 


until the court had ruled on the question. |} BROADWAY

contentions asserted that his term of office 


had. terminated with that of the Coroner 
who originally appointed him, and that he 
Was not in any case legally in the employ

Coroners of each bereua> in the City of 
New York constitute the Board of Cor-
